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The P. and O. str. Panther, owing to the postponement of the last outward mails 
did not reach Alexandria until three days after the arrival of the present mails at that 
place. This accounts for their late arrivl in London. Intelligence has heen received of 
the repair of the cable between Suakin and Aden, which places Alexandria und India in 
electric communication.

JAPAN. 
KANAGAWA. 


A fire is said to have taken place at Yokuhama, but no de- 
tails have reached us.

NAGASAKL 

There is no important change to note in business of late. 
The treasury are now exchanging money to the amount of threo 
dollars Mexican each man per day. There is still considerable 
business done in exports of Japanese produce, and the de- 
partures of late have been the Nora, Wm. Gillies, Princess 
Charlotte, Emma, and Esther May, for Shanghai, all with full 
cargoes. 

The most important item we have to note is regarding tho 
destructive fire which occurred at this port on the night of the 
25th December last. The premises comprised those of Messrs. 
Walsh and Co., David Sassoon, Sons, and Co., and Ta-foong, a 
large Chinese merchant ; these were totally destroyed in a very 
short time, including godowns, private residences, outhouses, 
&c, The fire commenced near the premises of Messrs. Sassoon 
and Co,, and soon extended to their’place (the buildings wero 
all of wood, and very combustible). Messrs, Walsh and Co.'s 
premises, being across the street, were soon enveloped in the 
flames, together with Ta-foong’s. In less than two hours the 
whole were burnt to the ground. The fire broke out about two 
o'clock A.M. of the 26th Dec., in an unoccupied Japanese house, 
and was undoubtedly the work of an incendiary (the punish 
ment for which is, in this country, to be burnt alive). Various 
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rumours are circulated, and very conflicting, as regards the 
value of property destroyed, but, as near as we can find out, 
Mesars. Walsh and Co. lose about 40,090 dols., and Messrs, 
Sassoon nearly 100,000 dols., as they had several lots of foreign 
goods on their premises. Ta-foong reports his loss at not less 
than 25,000 dols. The Governor and suite were present, and 
also several Japanese with wooden engines, with a single action, 
throwing water by jerks, about thirty fect. Large numbers of 
the Japanese were on the roofs of the adjoining houses, and 
fanning the fire to keep it away from their own houses, The 
fine dresses of the officials (of which there were some thou- 
sands on the ground) were of the finest description, and the 
whole scene of the flames, and the brilliant and splendid 
clothing of the Japanese, forined a picture that must be wit- 
nessed to be appreciated, The American Consul’s safe, one of 
Herring’s, New York, came out of the flames in fine order, 
although put to a severe test. All foreigners are now about 
forming themselves into a fire brigade, and to be prepared with 
axes, buckets, ladders, &c, in readiness, in case of further in- 
trusions of the devouring element, Business is becoming 
rather inactive on account of the Japanese new year holidays, 
Weather delightful, with frosty nights. H.M.S, Roebuck, Com- 
mander F. Marten, is lying in port. 


CHINA, 
PEKIN, 

Except a casual mention in the Pekin Gazette of the continu- 
ance of a necessity for attention to the coast defences along the 
shore of the Gulf of Peche-lee, there is nothing that has any 
relation to forcign affairs. Tho Gazettes do not allude to the 
rebellion, which is apparently reviving with increase of vigour 
in the country between the Yang-tze-Kiang valley and the 
Yellow River, say,’ generally between Nankin and Kai-fung, 
capital of HoNan. The Court is stated to be very seriously 
alarmed, and to be making appointments and arrangements to 
meet the difficulty, but no public notice appears of this, 


SHANGHAL 

Nothing has transpired to indicate that a correspondence is 
going on between the Chinese Government and the Hon. Mr. 
Bruce, nor has that gentleman made any communication to the 
compfunity as to the probable course that events will take. 

An appeal has been made in the case of the late firm of 
Messrs. Crampton, Hanbury, and Co., v. Chang, a Chinese tea 
merchant, for the sum of 2,344 taels, being losses on shipments 
of tea to the United States and England. The Hon. Mr. Bruce 
confirmed the decision of the Consular Court, which was that 
no sufficient evidence bad been produced before the Court to 
justify an order for the payment of money, and that the plain- 
tiffs pay the costs of the suit. 

A system of forcign pilotage has been inaugurated by the 
Consuls of England, France, and America, The rates ate to be 
from Gutzlaif to Shanghai, 5 tacls per foot, 

It appears that the foreign population in December, 1859, 
was 569, @§ which 294 were British, 125 American, 19 French, 
40 German, &c., and the remainder natives of India, 

The third number of the “ Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society” 
has been issued. In the preface it is announced by the com- 
mittce as follows :—“The number now presented to the public 
completes the first volume of the socicty’s journal. The papers 
it contains are calculated to throw light upon many subjects of 
interest and importance, and quite justify the anticipations 
formed at the establishment of the socicty, of its inherent power 
to support a publication of this vature.” 

The North China Herald contains a very interesting résumé 
of events for the year 1859, The incidents connected with 
this have, of course, becu detailed in our columns from time to 
time. The comments we must rescrve a notice of until our 
nest. 

The rebeilicn is apparently reviving with increase of vigour 
in the country between Naukin and the capital of Ho-nan. 
The court is stated to be seriously alarmed aud to be making 
appointinents and arrangemeuts to meet the difticulty, but no 
pubiic notice of this appears, 

The following case is reported in connection with the notice 
in our last on the “larks of young gentlemen,” as follows — 
“An act of brutality has come before the Consular Court, com- 
mitted by four members of the sporting fraternity, named 
W. Mackenzie, Richardson, Owen, and Harrison. They bad 

-used cne of Mackenzie's coolies to such an extent that the 
man was taken to the hospital in a sad state, with one rib 











broken, and other severe injurics. Three of the perpetrators 
were fined 150 tacls each—the other 200 tacls. The Consul 
intimated that deportation would be the punishment for the 
next offence.” 


NINGPO, 

There is uo change to notice at this port, all remains 
quict, and as far as the Chinese are concerned there is 
no interest exhibited as to the intentions of the British and 
French Governments. Amongst foreigners the general opinion is 
that the provisions of the treaty should be fully enforced. To 
effect this a large force will be required ; to combat 100,000 
Tartar troops, partly supplied with foreign arms, and instructed 
by Russian military officers, will be found very different from 
fighting undisciplined, timid Chinese infantry, with their clumsy 
matchlocks. Besides, if the war is carried into the capital, 
forces may be required to be distributed among the five forts 
to protect the forcign residents from the treachery of the 
Chinese. If the Home Government think that a mere demon- 
stration will be sufficient to awe the Chinese Government into 
acompliance with the terms of the treaty, they will find that 
they have made a serious blunder. That the United States? 
treaty is a miscrable failure is quite generally agreed on 
all hands here, the policy of the {United States’ ,Govern- 
ment being evidently far better had it kept entirely aloof until 
the Engiish and French had settled their difticulties with 
China, 

F00-CHOW-FOO, 

An assault was made upon a worthy American missionary 
the Rev. 0. Gibson, as he was returning from chapel, not for 
his preaching the truth, but as a compulsory step to squeeze some 
dollars out of him, claimed by some vagabond builders whom 
a few days before he had very properly refused to pay till they 
had completed their part of the contract. They assailed him 
in the open street, and at midday ;. twenty of them dragged 
him out of his chair, flourishing small swords and bludgeons 
before him, and boldly carried him off under the threat that 
they would butcher him. After hauling him along for half a 
mile, they lost courage, let him go, and scampcred off. The 
same day, later in the afternoon, a rough attack was made upon 
a party of four English gentlemen by a crowd of fifty villagers, 
at a spot apout threo miles off. They were strolling along with 
their dogs. Some of these canine animals are rather savage 
upon native curs; and on this occasion the former pounced 
upon tho latter with terrible ferocity. The gentlemen hurricd 
up to part the brutes. This act was misconstrucd by the 
villagers, who, supposing that they were sctting the dogs on, 
rushed forward with hooks and hoes, The geutlemen very 
wisely refrained from violent measures, All they did was to . 
retreat, defending themselves from the violence of their pursuers, 
who only gave up the pursuit when they had succeeded in 
giving the strangers some severe blows, and stripping them of 
one or two coats and a costly gold watch. We understand the 
American and English consuls have taken up these two cases, 
as occasion for strong and carnest remonstrance to the native 
officials against the movements of natives, who think to take the 
Jaw into their own hands, and, by the listlessness of the local 
police and higher authorities, are encouraged to commit what 
audacities they please in any case where they think they are 
aggrieved. se 

AMOY. : 

This island has lately been the theatre of a specics of 
civil warfare which lasted over ten weeks (having commenced 
in September), aud in which it is said more than fifty 
villages, extending over more than half the island, wero in- 
volved. In the course of the contest nearly 200 lives were 
lost, and 11 villages were destroyed. Throughout the rural 
districts on the south-west coast of China it is usual for villages. 
to band together for mutual protection or other objects, and 
thus the villages on Amoy form two confederacies, one com- 
posed of several small and weak clans, and the other of two 
powerful and numerous clans, The latter confederacy is in 
league with the piratical villages of the vicinity, and they have 
always treated their neighbours in a tyrannical aud oppressive 
manner. The late feud arose out of frequent piracies on For- 
mosa junks belonging to Amoy villages, which provoked an act 
of retaliation (a piratical junk having been taken by tho 
trading villages, and the crew put to death), this again being 
followed by the massacre in cold blood of a number of unof- 
fending villagers by a party of pirates concealed in an ambush 
in a villuge of their confederates, The mediation of the prin 
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cipal inhabitants of Amoy and of the local magistrates having 
proved ineffectual to stop the contest, about the 6th October 
the Chinese admiral and the taoutai went into the country, ac- 
companied by nearly 1,000 troops, and it was more than a 
week before they succeeded in putting a stop to the fighting, 
they having used force against both parties, when such was 
likely to be effective, and having secured the persons of some of 
the chief inhabitants, whom they threatencd to make respon- 
sible for any further consequences of the feud. The mandarins 
are satisfied with this termination of the affair, and an arbitra- 
tion is now being held in Amoy to adjust the shares in which 
the respective parties have to bear the losses by destruction of 
property which have been mutually inflicted during the feud. 
SWATOW, 

Mr. Lay, the chief Foreign Inspector of Chinese Customs, 
arrived at this port on the 22nd January, for the purpose of 
establishing the same system for the collection, &., of revenue 
as exists at Shanghai and Canton, and no doubt he will proceed 
to the ports of Amoy and Foo-chow for the same purpose. 
The British Consul has not yet hoisted his flag here. 

FORMOSA. 

It appears that instructions had not been received at Taiwanfoo 
to open trade in accordance with the terms of the United 
States’ treaty. Several attempts had been made by vessels to 
visit the port, but the Mandarins had prohibited all communica- 
tion with the natives. Sugar very scaree and dear. Capt. Rooney 
has sold his establishment at Takow to Messrs. Dent and Co., it 
is anid for 8,000 dols. Capt. Oliver, late of the Zamont, has 
taken charge. Capt. Sullivan of Swatow-was thero in the J. A. 
Becker, a vessel chartered as a receiving ship for Messrs. 
Jardine. 

: HONG KONG. 

The London mails of the 10th Dec. were announced at noon, 
as the steamer left at 2 pm, on the 30th Jan. An improve- 
ment has been effected by the Post-office people in allowing 
letters for England and America to be posted up to one hour 
previous to the departure of the steamer, without fees. 

Itis announced that the Bishop of Victoria has obtained 
eighteen months’ leave of absence to recruit his health. His 
lordship purposes visiting Japan, and will probably journey to 
England, via the Cape. 

No further arrivals of troops have taken place ; the men-of- 
war reported in our last as having reached Singapore had not 
arrived. The forces at Hong Kong and Canton are all m ex- 
cellent health. Admiral Hope has bought the old Bombay 
steamer Sir Charles Forbes (60 horse-power) for the purpose of 
condensing water for the troops when they shall proceed north. 
The price paid was 45,000 dols. The admiral has ordered a 
number of flat-bottomed boats, and some water boats. These 
are the only preparations which are being made for the coming 
conflict that the public are made aware of. It is rumoured 
that large numbers of horses and mules have been ordered from 
various parts of the world. 

It is reported that the steamer Chevy Chase has been beaten 
on her passage up and down the coast, her compasses being very 
difficult to regulate. 

A correspondence relative to the imprisonment of Mr. 
Tarrant has been published, which we must reserve for our 
next issue. He is still confined in the criminal gaol, in spite of 
the solicitations of the judge, jury, and justices of the peace. 
It appears that sufficient of the old influences of officials exist 
to operate against him, and to prejudice the governor, whose 
course in this case has been singularly contradictory to his 
other acts. There is no truth in the report that Mr. Tarrant is 
allowcd to publish his paper. 

Building in this colony still proceeds apace. Any one 
who has been absent for some years would hardly know the 
Place again. Instead of the town being formed by ene or two 
streets running along the bay, as is generally supposed, it runs 
far back up the hill, in the centre the buildings being densely 
packed. Rents continue, if anything, on the rise, and, to all 
appearance, permanence is the leading feature of its progress, 
It is announced that a new police magistrate’s court is to be 

The Sanatorium on the Peak continues to progress apace, 
the road leading to it being in a very passable state. 

It appears that an old and wealthy Chinese resident named 
Tam Achoy chartered the British steamer Jamsetjce Jejecbhoy 
to proceed against some people inimical to his clan on the west 
coast. He, with the captain and crew, have been bound over 
to take their trial at the Supreme Court. The China Mail, in 
noticing this affair, remarks ;-— 





“We Lave frequently called the attention of our readers to the system of 
clan fights which exists on the mainland. Something of this kind had been 
go'ng on for long in some vi lages to the west of Macao, between the Hakkas 
and Pun'is Tam Achoy ; one of the latter 4s a noted resident of Hong Kong, 
and he lat-ly took it into his head to charter a steamer flying the British 
flag, and to engage a number of European sailors, Manilamen and Portuguese, 
in order to attack the Hakkas, under the allegation that they were Pirates, 
His party were repulsed, and three of the Europeans, with a number of the 
others, were killed. He intended to organise a larger expediticn, but for. 
tunately the Hong Kong Government got intelligence of it, and Tam Achy, 
with the captain of the steamer and the men who had engaged in fighting, 
were arrested and brought to tial for violation of the foreign enlistment act, 
They all appear to have acted im ignorance and nre not to be harshly 
judged ; but it is evident that this buccaneering interference with the affairs 
of China cannot be allowed, even though the example has been set by some 
hs Majesty's gunboats under the direction of the 0 called protector of 
nese. 

One of the blocks built in 1857 on the ground to the east- 
ward of Messrs. Lindsay and Co., is to be sold by auction ; 
reference is made to Messrs. Wardley and Co. Other lots in 
Caine Road are advertised. 

The celebration of the new ycar festivities has been the ab- 
sorbing topic of the fortnight which has since clapsed. The 
eclat which has characterised these at all the open ports, indi- 
cates @ prosperous state of trade, proving that the Chinese 
have, during the past year, done a profitable business, and 
leading to the inference that markets will be good upon the 
resumption of trade. The number of failures jhas been un- 
precedentedly insignificant, nor did political affairs in the least 
interfere with the general jubilee. 

CANTON. 

There havo been various rumours of late in regard to ap- 
proaching disturbances at Canton, and a missionary assures us 
that unofficial proclamations were abroad offering 40 dols. for 
the heads of forcigners, which could only be regarded as a sort 
of Chinese pun, for the sum offered is so small that it could 
not secure the head of a sepoy. If the proclamations really are 
in existence they must have been issued by some Chinese wag, 
who meant to reflect on the value of the brains of foreigners. 
It is also rumoured that directions have come down to Kwang- 
tung for the levying of large numbers of braves for some un- 
known purpose. 

In reference to the new foreign building ground it is stated 
that the Sha-meen site is more than half finished. Twenty- 
four acres of ground have been filled in, and the river wall 
commenced. It is believed that the whole will be completed in 
the course of a few months, 

The emigration to Demerara continues to be most successful. 
The Red Riding Hood was on the point of despatch, with a full 
complement (400) of men, women, and children; the number 
of applicants exceeding their accommodation. The coolic trade 
to the Havana has very much slackened, and doubtless will soon 
cease altogether, when the news arrives out of the edict of the 
Governor of Cuba prohibiting their further importation. The 
American ship Messenger, noticed in our last, in connection with 
this trade, is still detained, the consul having refused to assist 
her release. The coolies who were examined from this vessel 
have been set at liberty. At Macao the barracoons for this 
trade are still under hire, and are considered a perfect pest. 
The Portuguese Government, it is believed, will soon put them 
down. 

MACAO, 

The amount subscribed in 1858-59 for the support of the 
Protestant cemetery at this place was 3,975 dols. 

The circus left a few daya ago for Canton in the Melee 
after having had a good time here; impossible to get any 
tickets on Saturday night, all outsold before the evening. It 
has been a little change and come in good time just after the 
holidays, and has stirred up the Portugueso in Macao a little, 
and now we will soon have the Chinese holidays with all chin- 


chinning, &c, &. 





PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA. 

It appears that the P. & O.Company will continue todeliver the 
English mails at this port up to the arrival of the mailof the 26th 
January last, while the orders of the Spanish Government are 
to stop on the Istof Jan. So the Spanish Government and 
Company are running opposition for a time, the Spanish mails 
from Manila being forwarded by Spanish vessels to Hong 
Kong. H.MS. Pioneer, for Hong Kong, put in here short of 
coals, His excellency, Senor de Norzagaray, has resigned the 
government of these islands, and taken his departure univer- 
sally regretted, ,One correspondent says :—“He has left a 
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name behind him which will never cease to be remembered and 
respected as that of a wise and able governor, devoted to the 
interests of the community and the country at large, a good 
and upright general and judge, and a kind, able, and virtuous 
man. His excellency Senor Solano has assumed tho reins of 
government during the Queen's pleasure, The Civil Governor, 
Senor Pampilon, has arrived, but not yet taken possession of 
his post. Great enthusiasm was and is felt by all the Euro- 
pean Spaniards here in relation to the crusade against their 
ancient enemies the Moors. Some groundless reports excited 
last month a little uneasiness among some classes of the in- 
habitants, in respect to the menaced rupture of international 
relations, but things have now returned to their old and mono- 
tonous, but happy and comfortable status guo. It appears that 
the captain of the Margaret Mitchell, in honour of New Year’s 
day, fired two guns at night, and the residents construed it 
into British men-of-war, The captain was fined 40 dols,

BORNEO. 
SARAWAK. 

The following letter has been addressed to the Straits Times 
by the secretary of the Borneo Company, in reference to an 
article in that journal in which it was stated— 

“ We are very sorry to find that nearly halt the residents of the small 
settlement of Sarawak have already abandoned it for ever, and to learn 
that a few more will abandon it shortly. The Borneo Company ‘ Limited,’ 
who were the principal developers of the resources of the country, have now 
only two or three assistants left there, and they, probably, contemplate to 
abandon it likewise. Those only connected with the Government will then 
be left ; and their number is not legion. The root of nearly all the disturb- 
ances Sir James Brooke hus met with is the innate ferocity and love for the 
kris and parang which Bornean Malays have. Their ferocity and trickery 
are visible on their very countenances.” 

« Allow me to allay the apprehension likely to be aroused among all who 
have friends in Sarawak, by the doleful character of the article in your paper 
to-day, touching the present atate of that country. Your correspondent first 
bewa Is the fact of half the Buropesn residents having * abandoned the place 
for ever.’ Now the European population of Sarawak was never very large, 
but it conveys an inadequate impression of its extent, to speak of the country 
as depopulated, because the vessel that arrived yesterday happened to bring 
over twopaxsengers, Your correspondent’s other foret;odings and lamenta- 
tions are equally well founded. ‘The country was never more prosperous, as 
ite expanding trade will show. It has not the rank growth of weeds, bnt 
the steady sure development of some sapling oak that will one day bea 
aterdy, widespreading tree.—I am, &c., 8. Gilfillan.” 





JAVA, 
BATAVIA, 

Great complaints are current in consequence of the Dutch 
Government suddenly ceasing to draw on Holland, causing a 
fall in exchange from 1034 to 100. It is further stated that 
some merchants who were acquainted with the fact, bought 
bills previously to the extent of a million florins. 

The following translations are the particulars of the latest 
operations of the Dutch in Borneo :—“ The enemy suffered some 
loss at the taking of the benteng of Mon Tayoe. A prisoner 
taken at that engagement stated that the enemy intended to 
make an attack on Martapoera in the course of ten days. The 
benteng taken by our troops consists of a palisade of ten feet 
high, with faces of 30 steps anda bastion. After the taking of 
the benteng, one of our parols succeeded in forcing his way over 
Tambrangan to Benoea-padang. At both places bands of the 
cnemy were met. Those of the first-named place were dispersed 
dy our fire, after leaving some dead behind. At Benoea-padang 
the enemy had encamped in a close grown thicket, whence they 
fired the first shot on ours, continuing for a length of time, but 
took to their heels as soon as we discharged our heavy shots on 
them.” 

The account of the loss of the Onrust, and the massacre of 
every soul on board, has been confirmed, 

We omitted to notice the following in our last. Mr. Lion, 
the editor of the Bataviasch Handelsblad, has been sentenced to 
eightcen months’ imprisonment for insulting the Governor- 
General of Netherlands of India in his paper. The case is on 
appeal at the High Court.

SINGAPORE, 
The bicak in the Singapore and Batavia cable, reported in 
our last, has not been repaired, and no further detailed intelli- 














gence has reached us, except that the injury is supposed to be 
about twenty miles from Batavia. The screw steamer Scout 
arrived from England on the 23rd January, en route to China, 
and the steamer Adventure, from Calcutta, with 478 non-com. 
missioned officers and privates, and ten officers for Hong Kong, 
detachments for different regiments. : 

The Singapore Directory for 1860 has been issued, and con- 
tains a list of all mercantile establishments, government offices, 
societies, institutions, list of residents, publications, &c. 

A distressing accident occurred on the 21st January, on board 
the P.& O. Company's steamer Pottinger, from Madras, with 
troops. It appears that 19 men and women were slecping in 
the starboard life boat, when one "of the davits gave way. 
Three were saved by clinging to the lifeboat, one got on board 
the Zubal Cain, which vessel was in tow, ard five more were 
picked up by the boats lowered for that purpose ; the remainder 
were drowned. 

The steamer Shandon, lately arrived from Australia, via 
Batavia, is likely to be purchased for local trade. 

PENANG. 

It is said that Government intends laying down a submarine 
cable, connecting this island on the north with Rangoon, and 
on the south with Singapore, Batavia, China, and the Austra- 
lian colonies, The Zenobia, which came down from Bombay, 
with forty-two convicts transported to this island, and fifteen 
time-expired men, was employed fin taking soundings for 
the Red Sea cable, and in some places the depth was found 
to be 2,000 fathoms, taking five to six hours to make one dip of 
the line. Sho will, we hear, proceed from hence to Junk Ceylon 
and Mergui fora similar purpose after the arrival of the Calcutta 
steamer, by which she expects charts and further orders, 

Captain Hawkins’s detachment of the 40th M.N.I. is waiting 
the means of transport to relieve the men of the 22nd M.N.I, 
now at Labuan. 





COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
Loypoy, 17th March. 7 
The mails delivered this morning bring intclligence of a slack 
business, owing to the celebration of the Chinese holidays, 
which commenced on the 23rd January. From Japan we have 
news of a resumption of business, and of large fires destroying 
some foreign warehouses; three vessels also have been lost on 
that coast. Particulars of these affairs will be found elsewhere, 
The claims allowed by the American Commissioners for losses 
in the last Canton war, amount to 500,000 dollars, one half of 
which is in course of payment, and the other half will be liqui- 
dated in two years, interest being allowed at 12 per cent. What 
@ contrast to the British claims, of which there is no prospect 
of any scttlement until all our differences are settled ; and in the 
mean time the duties at the various ports have not been put 
under contribution for this purpose, by which means the 
Americans have raised the first moiety of their claims, The 
United States commissioner has signified his sanction to the 
customs regulations promulgated at Canton by the foreign in- 
spectors. As anticipated in a previous issue, the rates of ex- 
change at Shanghai, owing to the large bullion shipments, have 
fallen fully 3d. ; but by the mails now received there has been 
a recovery of 2d, 
The French authorities are supplying themselves with funds 
by drawing on France, 





EXPORTS, 

TgA.—The accounts from all parts represent the tea men as 
holding the remaining stock of the present season for higher 
rates, which foreigners are not disposed to meet. The 
arrangements for bringing forward next season’s crop are 
progressing but slowly, owing to the uncertainty as to the 
settlement of the present difficulties with the British and French 
Governments ; this delay on the part of the tea men will, no 
doubt, cause the new scason’s teas to be late in arriving at the 
shipping port, and most probably a short supply will re- 
sult. The exports for the present season are—to Great Bri- 
tain 66,000,000 Ibs, against 36,000,000 Ibs, last season ; to the 
United States 25,000,000 lbs. against 23,000,000lbs. AtShanghai 
the scttlements have been 1,400 chests, Ningchow Congous at 
26 to 28 tacls, 2,000 chests of common country packed at 15 
to 26 taels, 1,000 chests flowery Pekoe at 32 to 45 taels, leav- 
ing a stock of about 30,000 chests. In green teas, settlements are 
stated at 9,500 s-chests, partly forjEngland and United States,leav- 
ing a stock of about 60,000 packages of all descriptions. Imperial 
Taiping is quoted at 18 to 22 tacls; Gunpowder, 26 to 34; 
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young Hyson, 25 to30. At Foo-chow-Foo the settlements have 
been 3,000 chests and 1,500 half-chests Congous, at 17 to 21 
taels for middling quality ; 7,000 4-chests of Oolongs, at 14 to 20 
taels, and 3,000 boxes of scented teas at 24 to 26 taels, leaving 
a stock of about 50,000 chests of Congou, and 7,000 packages 
of other descriptions, At Amoy there are no transactions to 
report, and no stock worth purchasing. At Canton the settle 
ments have been very trifling—too trifling to report. The 
unsold stock is estimated at 50 chops Oonams and Oopacks, 
2,500 half-chests Taysaan, 30,000 boxes scented teas, and 
2,000 or 3,000 packages green. About 15 more chops of 
Congou are expected, which will complete the season’s supply. 

Raw SILK.—At Shanghai the supply from the interior has 
been very slight. Settlements for the season are about 46,000 
bales, being 12,000 less than last season. The settlements of 
the fortnight are given at 2,700 bales, and the unsold stock at 
3,500 to 4,000 bales. The following are the current quota- 
tions :—Tsatlee Nos. 1 and 2, none; No. 3, 410 to 415 taels 
per pl. ; Nos, 4 and 5, 360 to 400 taels per pl. ; Taysaans No. 1, 
370 to 385 taels per pl.; No. 2,350 to 355 taels per pl. ; 
No. 3, 330 to 340 taels per pl ; Nos. 4 and 5,295 to 325 taels 
per pl. Long reel, 295 to 330 taels per pl. ; Throwns, 340 to 
415 taels per pl.; Hong Tsatlee, 360 to 375 taels per pl.; 
Shuhing, 290 to 325 taels per pl. ; Laeyungs, 285 to 295 taels 
per pl. At Canton no transactions reported, the holidays hav- 
ing caused 8 cessation of business. 

Drves, &—Camphor : 200 piculs Japan, sold at 214 dols. 
for shipment to Calcutta ; 300 piculs Formosa have also been 
taken for shipment to the same quarter at 24 dols., leaving 
-about 600 piculs in stock. 





IMPORTS. 
All descriptions of European goods were stagnant, owing to 
the Chinese new year, whilst imports had been heavy. At 
Shanghai the purchases of cottons, woollens, metals, and other 
goods have been very limited; the quotations are without 
change. An active demand for woollen goods is expected at 
advanced rates. The deliveries of goods previously sold have 
been large. At Canton and Hong Kong shirtings and T. cloths 
had been in fair demand at previous quotations. Cotton yarn 
the demand was suspended, with large stocks, American sheet- 
ings, drills, jeans, have also been neglected in consequence of 
large sales of damaged goods. In woollens the sales have been 
comparatively small considering it was the height of the season. 
Metals fair business has been done at previous rates. Lead is 
rather higher, tin plates lower. Coals, Welsh, have realised 
us dols, landed; American anthracite, 9 dols.; Sydney, 11 
ols. 

Mantta.—The Carmen and Amistad, long overdue, have 
arrived from Liverpool, and a good business has been done in 
English cotton goods with very moderate stocks on hand. In 
exports the season’s supply of sugar is over, and none of the new 
available. Contracts could be made at 5 dols. and 12 cents. for 
current, and 4 dols, 87 cents, for Pampanga. Hemp: 25,000 
piculs have been settled at 4 dols. 75 cents. to 4 dols. 80 cents. 
for current. Cigars at the lasb auction fetched 8 dols, 8 cents, 
‘for cheroot, and 8 dols, 12 cents, for cigar shape, 

Stncapore.—The stagnation caused by the Chinese new year 
has passed over, and a fair business is doing in European manu- 
factures, In exports the transactions have been to limited 
-extent, and prices generally have undergone little alteration. 
‘The Chinese holidays have on the one hand limited the supply 
of the staple articles, while on the other the high rates of 
freight, and rising exchange, prevent exporters, from operating 
‘unless at lower rates,

FRANCE. 
Pants, March 14, 1860, 


The speech is regarded by politicians of all shades as having 
a very important bearing upon the questions of the day. The 
more advanced anti-Bonapartists condomn it as the portentous 
commencement of @ long vista of treacherous incidents yet to 
come, terminating in a vast and fearful tableau in which Europe 
-in conflagration is to bring down the curtain upon the “ grand 
blaze of triumph” of the Emperor’s ambition, desperation, and 
hypocrisy. He is charged with having gone to the war of last 
summer not merely for an idea, but fur a falsehood, and with 
having, by his undisguised abandonment of the treaty of Villa- 
franca, and his equally open desire to obtain Savoyand Nice, shown 
the really encroaching nature of his policy. It is charged also 
that this was his secret eourse from the beginning, and that 
the notion of freeing Italy from the Alps to the Adriatic was 
but a piece of alliterative trash to tickle the ears and invite the 
sympathies of the Italian people, while it deluded the rest of 
Europe. The further charge is that he determined to carry 
his point at all havards, and that the much-talked-of commer- 
cial treaty was only to enable him to procure enough duty-free 
coals out of poor Mr. Bull to carry his schemes of glory into 
effect—poor old John letting the coals go as usual without the 
ready money of “reciprocity” being paid down, and getting 
only in exchange for his nubbly Wall’s-ends a promissory note 
for certain duties at eighteen months’ date, by which time the 
firm may be smashed up, and the asscts made over to which- 
ever of the bankrupt’s friends may be lucky enough to gain the 
fraudulent preference. The more liberal party see, on the other 
hand, and perhaps with greater justice, a wide field of improve- 
ment avd prosperity opening both for France and Italy, and 
which will be greatly increased by the new treaty with England. 
‘These more sober people say that the land and its products in 
Savoy will be vastly enhanced in price the moment they be- 
come a portion of so powerful an empire as France. Labour, 
too, will be more sought after as the manufacturers of Lyons 
and the neighbourhood extend their mills and their enterprise 
into the newly opened country. Their working expenses will 
be reduced, and their capital well secured, while the fresh trade 
opened will bring an elysium of prosperity to all. There is no 
preventive to war (or anything else) so strong as self-interest, 
and there is no doubt that a liberal exhibition of charter-parties 
and bills of lading will operate as a healthy tonic, which, while 
soothing and cooling down the chronic and feverish tendency of 
the French towards la gloire, will in like manner dissipate the 
cronking suspicions of certain parties of the Malaprop school in 
England, who can never contentedly let well alone, and are 
never happy but when fanning a quarrel into flame. It is cer- 
tain, however, that the Emperor bas incurred the censure of 
many of the liberal party by this manifest desire to 
add to his territory by annexing Savoy; but then if it be true 
that the Savoyards are in ecstasies about it, and nobody will be 
seriously damaged, while they are greatly benefited, there docs 
not scem any very great reason why strangers should interfere. 
It must be a very bad day indeed for Central Italy if her poli- 
tical condition can be made worse than it has been up to the 
present generation. The Rentes had a slight rise after the speech, 
but it was neutralised the following day, and a corresponding 
movement in the London and other European markets, though 
slight, shows that there is a symptom of uncertainty, if not of 
uneasiness, about the future in the minds of those keen 
observers whose operations regulate the commercial exchanges, 

I am informed that the writer of the paper on the naval forces 
of England and France is Vice-Admiral Charner appointed to 
the command ofthe French squadron on the China station. 

According to the latest accounts Rear-Admiral Page was at 
Cambogia with a part of the naval squadron, and was busy in 
raising works for the protection of the mouth of the river. 
The forts were to be mounted with guns taken from the 
Annamites. Accounts from Saigon mention also that it is the 
intention of the French to raise a native corps in Cochin China. 
The officers are to be French; but Annamites may become 
officers, yet never more than one-fourth of the whole. A young 
Christian, son of the Mandarin Sim-Sia, who was martyred 
about a year ago at Tonquin, has been named as a lieutenant. 
This young Annamite is only twenty-three years old. He is 
said to show ‘Profound devotion to France. He has been 
charged with difficult missions and has always conducted him- 





self satisfactorily, His influewoe with his countrymen is said 
to be great. 

The opening of the port of Saigon to ships of all nations, 
would have taken place on the Ist of Jan. last, Natives, aware 
of the advantages to be gained by European traffic, crowd into 
this port with goods, and to every appearance Saigon is de- 
stined to become a maritime port of some importance. 

Admiral Charner and his staff embarked in the Peninsular 
Steam Company’s ship Panther on the 2nd, en route for China, 

The French Government, finding there is an insufficieucy of 
Chinese interpreters in China, has raised the student class of the 
Chinese language from two to six. There are now four in 
China, Vincent Sales, Ernest Blancheton, Alfred Hubner, and 
Gabriel Deverier. The others went out with the Japon to 
Shanghai, 

The steamer Japon, with a portion of the gunboats, has left 
Toulon, and the steamers Weser and European, and transports 
Foon, Louise, and Leonie, take the balance. There are 15 in 


The Chamber of Commerce of Lyons has presented a petit'on to the 
Government, praying that it will favour bv all means the establishment ofa 
direct steamboat service between France, India, and China, and further the 
establishment of an Indian and Chinese French Imperial Bank. Indian and 
Chinese raw silk now forms a great part of the material used by the Lyons 
manufacturers, and the demand for it is increasing every day. They con- 
sequently require a regular supply of the article, which can only be obtained 
by the establishment of a steamboat service between France, India, and 
China, The Lyons manufac urcrs estimate their transactions with those 
countries at 400,000,000, and they urge that an Indi«n and Chinese Bank, 
established at Lyons, with branches in the East, is required to supply them 
with the credit necessary to compete with the English manufacturer-. Raw 
silk is ecarce im all the markets of France, and there is not much to be 
obtained in the Italian markets. 





HOLLAND. 
AmsteRDAM, March 10, 

After a protracted ministerial crisis, the new Cabinet is at 
length formed, as follows:—Van Hall, Minister of Finance ; 
Godefroi, the Department of Justice ; Van Heemstra, Secretary 
of State for the Home Department ; Mutsaers, Minister for the 
Affairs of the Catholic Religion, and Boscha for those of the Pro- 
testant Church. Colonel Casembroot retains his post as Minis- 
ter for War, Lotsy for the Navy, and Rochussen for the Colonies, 
The new Minister for Foreign Affairs is Count de Zuylen van 
Nyefelt, hitherto the Netherlands Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, who has telegraphed his acceptance of the post, and is 
now travelling home. Till his arrival, the Premier and Minister 
of Finance undertakes the duties of the Foreign-office. Of 
these nine ministers, cight of them have been at one time or 
other members of cither the First or Second Chamber of the 
States-General, and are consequently acquainted with parlia- 
mentary debating. 

The commission for the correction of sea-charts at Batavia 
has fixed the gcographical position of the time-ball in that city 
at 6° 7’ 40” 2” south latitude, and 106° 18' 7” 6’ longi- 
tude East of Greenwich. The falling of the ball takes place 
every day at noon, commencing on the 15th of January last. 
The commission further give notice that they have completed 
the hydrographical surveys and published the following charts :— 
Brouer’s Straits (between the Island of Pandjour in the Straits 
of Malacca and the east coast of Sumatra), the roadstead of 
Natal (on the west coast of Sumatra), the Bay of Yedo, 
Ne-e-gata roads, 

In my last letter I mentioned the appointment of Dr. Naber, 
of Haarlem, to be Rector of the Gymvasium or High School of 
Willem III. at Batavia. The Government are resolved to 
make this latter establishment second to nonc out of Europe, 
but the difficulty is to find professors coming up to the mark 
required. In this dilemma the commissiun has advertised, 
publicly inviting competition, They must hold the university 
diploma of doctor of one of the learned faculties, The appoint- 
ments are each worth 400 florins per month, with a rise of 100 
florins per month at the end of five years, and another increase 
of equal amount after ten years’ service, besides which they get a 
free passage for themselves and families as first-class passengers, 
& present or gratification of 1,000 florins for their outfit, and 
the enjoyment of one-half their pay from the day they cmbark 
till they are duly installed in office at Batavia. 

The King has promoted Lieut.-Gen. J. van Swieten, his 
aide-de-camp extraordinary, to be Knight Commander of the 
Royal Military Order of Willem III., in consideration of his 
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distinguished services as commander-in-chief of the late success- 
ful (second) expedition to Boni. The following gentlemen 
have received the Royal exequatur as Consuls for the Grand 
Duke of Baden :—W. J. van der Broek at Batavia, M. Hymans 
at Samarang, and G. Schimmelpenninck at Sourabaya. 

Tue Javanese LancuaGe.—After seventeen years, the 
Commissioners appointed to compile a Dutch and Javanese 
dictionary, have finished the five first letters of the Javanese 
Alphabet, lo, no, tjo, ro and ko, The expense at this rate will 
Amount to 816,000 florins (nearly £7,000.)

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Eutoration Agents ‘in Ixpra axp Lapourers FoR tae Frencu 
Corontes.—Lord Hannis then rose to address their lordships on this ques- 
tion. The noble lord, whether by choice or accident, contrived to select for 
the delivery of his observations one of the most peculiarly ineligible posi- 
tions that cou'd be found in the House for being heard—an inconvenience 
that was in no very slight degree aggravated by a feeble flow of enunciation 
that rendered him, throughout an address of some twenty minutes, “ totally 
inaudible” in the gallery, to which the noble lord's back, speaking from the 
cross benches, was totally turned, so that all that could be gathered were 
disjointed sentenc s at intervals, such as “ treaty with France’—* blacks to 
the colon es”= “so well known to your lordships and the Emperor of the 
French”—*oble lords and emigration agents”—(bear)—“ the remarks I 
hhave made,” and perpetual waving of a sheet of paper, from which 
the noble lord ultimately read the following question for the reply of the 
Foreign Secretary :— Whether ina treaty, which it is reported is about to 
be ratified with France, and by which the Government of that country will 
be authorised to appoint emigration agents at the Presidency or other sea- 
port towns of India for the purpose of obtaining agricultural labourers for 





the French colonies, care had been taken to insure that the laws, rules, and 
regulations respecting emigrants for India to the British colonies, at present | 
existing, or as they may hereafter be modified, shall be fuily enforced ; and, | 
if so, by what means?” The occurrence would not require to be noticed 

were it not for the f.ct that the habit, on the part of some noble lords, of 
becoming leas and less audible is every day increasing—Lord WoprHouse 
was glad the noble lord had taken the opportunity of alluding to this sub- 
ject, because many pers: ns connected with India were under » misappreben- 
sion as to what bad been done, and the nature of the experiment pronsest 
to be made, The treaty was not yet signed, and consequently nothing had 
been ratified, The subject had been under the careful consideration of the 
Forei.n, Colonial, and India-offices, and the noble lord was right in supposing 
that anxious consideration had been given to see that proper regulations 
were adopted for care being taken of the emigrants, so that they might not 
be oppressed, and might enjoy the advantages that were to be secured to 
them. Before answering the noble lord’s question, he would state how the 
convention originated, because it would be necessary to understand why the 
Government engaged in these negotiations in order to understand the posi- 
tion of affairs, ‘These negotiations had commenced long ago, Before the 
late Government cme into office they were in progress, they continued 
under the noble earl the late Secretary of State, and had been continued up 
to the present time under the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. The 
treaty, though not signed, was likely to come to a conclusion. The negotia- 
tions or gi-ated in the principle of a scheme so well known to their lordships 
for the emigration of blacks from Africa. There was only one opinion on 
that scheme, because in whatever way the French Government did transport 
there blacks to the colonies, and whatever advantages they derived from it, 
the system as hitherto carried on was atrocious aud objectionable. As the 
French colonies were in urgent want of labourers, the Government thought 
that if thst labour was supplied from India it might tend to put down the 
emigration from Africa, He assured the noble lord that the same regula- 
tions would be observed for the protection of Indians who were to be carried 
to French colonies, as to those who were to be conveyed to British colonies, 
As regarded the French colunies in India it was provided that there should 
be consular agents appointed, if they did not already exist, who shou'd have 
the powers of seeing the emigrants placed on board, and seeing that the 
strict rules to be established should be carried into eftect. Before this time 
@ very considerable number of Indians have found their way to the French 
colonies, so that in the island of Reunion at present, out of 65,000 inhabit- 
ante 49,000 are Indians, a very large proportion of them being subjects of her 
Majesty; many of them are expected soonto return to India, theircontracts hav- 
‘ing expired, and this fact had caused considerable apprehension in that French 
possession as to the probable dearth of labour. As to the regulations to be 
observed in the conveyance of emigrants by French vessels, he admitted it 
was necessary that strict rules should be made as to the number to be 
carried, the provision of medical attendance, and other important matters, 
The French regulations were not so satisfactory as our own, but the French 
auth: rities had agreed that their rules shonld be assimilated to ours, and 
would become eventually the eame for the emigrants as if they were con- 
veyed on board English vessels, As to the condition of the emigrants on 
reaching a French colony, he might say that the provisions established in 
Martinique were of a satisfactory character—(hear, hear)—and if they were 
carried out in other French coloniea would afford a guarantee of proper 
4reatment, and it was one of the provisions of the arrangement that the 
Mart nique regu'ations should be put in force. The emigrants were to have 
& free passage afforded them at the expiration of their contracts, A proper 
proportion of women were to accompany the emigrants, and the regulations 
generally were to be such as had been completely successful for our own 
colones. It was further provided that the number of deaths among the 
emigrants, and their change of masters, should be reported to the British 
consul, to whom, as far as possible, it would be provided that they should 











have a right of acc As to whether her Majesty’s Government had 
Provided that the Indian Government might put a stop at any time to the 








emigration, be thought that if such a power had been given the treaty would 
have defeated the ends of the French Government, who desired to secure a 
steady supply of labour. He thought the arrangement would be advanta- 
geous to the Indian population, as the treaty regulations provided for their 
proper protection. Tt was, however, an experiment, and ought to be vigi- 
lantly guarded, but if it were found that by this means we were able to put 
an end to the so-called emigration from Africa to the French colonies, 
he thought the interes's of humanity would be furthered, (Hear, hear.) 
The Government had provided that the coolies should have access to our 
consuls, and that the Fr nch authorities themselves should be obliged to 
give the most ample returns to our consuls of the number of coolies iv tro- 
duced, the mortality, and other details, which would tend to give the security 
sought, His noble friend said he assented to the treaty on the sole condi- 
tion that the deportation of the blacks from Africa by the French autho- 
tities should entirely cease. That provision had not been absolutely intro- 
duced into the treaty, although its introduction, with some other alterations, 
had been attempted. Her Majesty's Government had received a distinct 
pledge that the slave traffic would be at once discontinued on the eastern 
coast of Africa, and that it should cease early in 1861 on the west coast, 
(Hear, hear), The noble earl asked if securities had been taken for the 
unfettered return of the coolies, He was glad to say that there was an 
express provision for that purpose in the treaty. He also asked whether 
the five years’ contract was identical with the contract we had in our colo- 
nies, or whether there was any reference to a three years’ limitation of 
service. That was a question which he could not answer; but the French 
Government, in the course of the negotiation, had made great concessions, 
and his impression was that it was a five years’ engagement absolute. With 
respect to the amount of space allotted to the emigrants, it h d not been 
found necessary to insist upon stringent regulations. We allowed at pre- 
sent twelve superficial feet of space for each adult, and a space between 
decks of ten feet, The French did not allow much more than half that. 
It had been under the consideration of our emigration commissioners to re- 
duce somewhat the allowance of space in the case of emigrants to our own 
colonies ; some negotiation had taken place on the subject, and the decision 
come to was, that for Calcutta the space allowed to cach emigrant should be 
seventy-two cubic feet, and for Madras sixty-two cubic feet. He believed that 
the duration of the treaty was for two years certain, terminable after that 
by a notice of eighteen months, at a particular month in the year— 
February, he believed—so that, practically, it was a treaty for three years 
and a half, continuable, unless notice were given of its termination, The 
Earl of EuLEXBoROvaH hoped the noble duke would take into consideration 
the state of the unfortunate coolies in the French colonies ufter notice had 
been given of the termination of the treaty, and who would then be de- 
prived of all protection under the treaty. (Hear.)—After a few words 
from Lord Hagnis in reply, the subject dropped. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Tax “ Farexp or Curra."—Mr. EF. Jamzs called the attention of the 
Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies to the case of Mr. Tarrant, the 
editor of the Friend of China, who, after conviction for a libel, had been 
sentenced to be imp isoned in the felons’ gaol in Hong Kong for the period 
of twelve calendar months. Mr. Tarrant was convicted in September last 
of a libel on Colonel King, who held an official position in China, Mr. Tar- 
rant was a gentleman and a scholar. He had held a position in the colony 
and had afterwards become the editor of the newspaper culled the Friend 
of China, and he wrote some able articles exposing the system of corrup- 
tion which beyond all question was practiced in Hong Kong, fr Sir John 
Bowring had stated before,a committee that he was bound to confess that 
there was a system of corruption among the officials there which he had in 
vain endeavoured to suppress. Mr. Tariant was tried on the 29th of Sep- 
tember, and was sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment on the criminal 
side of the gaol. He was tried, in the absence of the chief justice, by Mr. 
Adams, who had been member for Boston; and it was due to Mr. Adams, 
0 far as his humanity was conc:rmed, to state that he had recent’y arrived 
at Hong Kong, and was not aware of the severity of the punishment, the 
character of criminals Mr. Tarrant would have to associate with, or the 
wretched accommodation of the prison. Mr. Adams went hime-lf and saw 
the gaol, and joined in a remonatranc? to the government, with the whole of 
the jury who had tried the case, for a remission of the sentence, and Mr. 
‘Tarrant’s removal from the criminal side of the gaol to the place allotted to 
misdemearants. This was refused ; and Mr. Tarrant endured the greatest 
possible privation and misery. He suffered so much in his health from the 
association with criminals, and from the heat of the wretched place— 
for the gaol was constructed for Chinese prisone:s — that he was, 
a‘ter a time, removed to an hospital whence, however, he was 
subsequently again sent back to the gaol. The punishment was altogether 
most severe, and not warranted by the circumstances of the case.—Mr. C. 
Forrsscvs replied that, according to a private letter from the then acting 
attorney-general, Mr. Tarrant was treated with as much leniency as the gaol 
permitted ; and in November last the visiting justices revised and altered 
the rules of the gaol 0 as to permit Mr, Tarrant to be pissed apart from the 
other criminals, and with as much accommodation as the gaol allowed. At 
the same time it was to be admitted that gaals in China were different from 
gaols here, and the gaol at Hong Kong was one which urgently required 
enlargement and improvement, This operation was in the course of being 
carried out, anda large sum of money expended for the purpose. (Laughter.) 
But, with respect to Mr, Tarrant himself, the case was only a question as to 
the discretion of the Government in carrying out the sentence of a court of 
justice ; and he must say that the exercise of that discretion was not quite 
bo easy @ matter as some gentlemen thought, the fact being that these libel, 
personal libels in the newspapers of Hong Kong, had gone on for many 
years past to such an extent as to render it necessary that no excessive. 
lenity should be shown to a person who had so conducted himself, Perhaps, 
however, he could best answer the hon, gentleman's question by reading an 
extract from a despatch dated in December last. The direction given to 
the governor in that despatch was, that if, on its receipt, Mr, Tarrant’s 
health had suffered, or was in danger of suffering, he was to be at onco 
removed from the criminal side of the prison to the debtors’ side; that, whe- 
ther his health suffered or not, at theend of six months from thefdate of his 
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imprisonment he was at all events to be removed to the debtors’ side of the 
And the despatch ended, “It has been urged,”—it was written by 
the Duke of Newcastle, — it has been urged upon me by some who disavow 
the slightest sympathy with Mr. Tarrant’s writings that the latter half of 
the sentence should be altogether remitted, and that he should be dis- 
charged from prison, I must leave to your judgment how far such an act 
of lenieney should be resorted to.” No answer had yet been received to 
this despatch. When it did arrive he would be happy to give his hon. and 
learned friend the information which it contained ; but he must say that he 
had every confidence in the good sense and judgment of Sir Hercules Robin- 
fon, who had just gone over to the colony, and who was perfectly free from 
all the local and personal quarrels that agitated society there, and he hoped 
that before this time the gentleman had the subject of his complains removed. 
Ove Retations wit Cxixa—(March 5th.) Sir De Laoy Evaxs 
‘was understood to ask a question of the noble lord the Secretary for Forei 
Affairs when he proposed to allow the House to express its opinion as to the 
policy of the Government in reference to our relations with China, and 
whether the noble lord would have any objection to lay on the 
table a statement of the present expenses and the salaries of those 
gentlemen who formed the diplomatic mission in China, and an estimate of 
the probable expenses, both of the mission and the nature of the charges 
that would be required for maintaining our relations with that nation — 
Lord Joux Russzxt replied that when the hon. and gallant member brought 
forward the motion of which he had given notice, he would make a state- 
ment of the expenses of the mission. 


Sincaronz.—Mr. Gneason asked if the Government had arranged with 
the Viceroy of India to transfer the control of the Government of Singa- 
pore and the Straits from Bengal to the Colonial-office ; and, if so, when it 
‘Was proposed to complete the transfer? Sir C. Woop had always been of 
Firman that it was desirable to transfer the government of Singapore to the 

‘olonial-office. The noble lord who preceded him wrote a despatch to the 
Governor-General of India, asking what were the views of the Indian Go- 
‘Vernment as to this transfer, and whether it had any objection to it In the 
month of December last, an answer to that despatch wasieceived. It stated 
the concurrence of the Government of India with the propo-al. He had 
communicated this decision to the Colonial-office ; but no answer had been 
received, aud it was impossible to say when the transfer would take place. 

On the motion for going into committee on supply, General Sir De Lacy 
Evans rose to move a series of resolutions to the effect that, in the opinion 
of the House, no sufficient proof had been adduced that the Government 
had authorised the late attack on the Peiho forts ; that the recourse to arms 
to force a particular route for plenipotentiuries proceeding to exchange rati- 
ications of peace was unprecedented and inconsistent with the objects of an 
amicable mission ; that although a military demonstration might now be 
necessary to restore satisfactory relations with the Chinese Government, yet 
were the failure of an unauthorised collision made the pretext for an attack 
on the city of Pekin or the conquest of territory, such a step would be 
contrary to every principle of international law; that the Huuse participates 
in the peaceful expressions used in her Majesy's speech on the open-ng of 
Parliament with regard to the Emperor of China; that, similar peaceful ex- 
pressions having been stated to have been employed by the Emperor of 
China, it was most important to choose & plenipotentiary of reliable experi- 
ence and of conciliatory temper and judgment to conduct the negotiations 
and direct her Majesty's forces. The hon. and gallant member, however, con- 

ined himself to that portion respecting ber Majesty's speech, having heard 
that Lord Elgin was to be despatched, of whom he had a very high opinion, 
He should, however, like to know what instructions had been given to his 
lordship, whether they were strictly defined, and whether the naval and 
military commanders would be kept under his control.—Lord Jon RussEut 
waid it would be very unwise to give very restricted instructions toa minister 
going on such an important and far-distant expedition, At 16,000 miles 
away, circumstances might arise which would prevent their being obeyed, 
but even if that were not so, it would be very inexpedient—in fact i¢ would 
be a breach of duty—to make public [instructions given to our naval and 
military commanders. Lord Elgin had gone over to Paris for the purpose of 
consulting with Baron Gros, with whom he had formerly acted, as to the two 
ambassadors having the supreme command over the commanders of the forces, 
and the power of stopping military operations when they thought fit. That 
would have been very desirable, but it was hardly possible, because the 
naval and military commanders would represent tha: they could not then be 
responsible for the safety of their ships and men. He did not wish to 
revive the question about Mr. Bruce's proceedings, but unless they demanded 
some teparation for the injury we had received, it was evident the lives and 
property of Englishmen would no longer be safe, Whether, they went 
2 rightly or wrongly, it was clear that Mr. Bruce and Admiral 

ope had no notice that their passage would be obstructed, , and 
after what had happened, he (Lord John Russell) must say that some 
reparation was necessary. Our demands had been extremely moderate, 
and he hoped there would be no necessity to go beyoud the first portion 
of the instructions given by her Majesty's Government. Nobody 
could regret the whole affair more than he did, but it was quite wrong for 
anybody to say that we were going to China for the purpose of obtaining 
territory. There were no boundary questions to settle there or anything of 
the sort. All we required was security for the personsand property of our 
countrymen. The trade of Shanghai and Pekin was very considerable, and 
as there were large numbers of persons engaged in it it was very necessary 
that we should have a resident minister cither at one place or the other. He 
might reside at Pekin or at Shanghai, and make occasional visits to Pekin. 
Lord Elgin would proceed almost immediately on his mission, and the Go- 
vernment had great hopes from the knowledge that he was animated by 
the most pacific feelings and the greatest anxiety to do the best he could for 
the interests of his country.

THE NEW MISSION TO CHINA. 

The question of our commercial relations with the Asiatic empires of 
China and Japan is at once simple and complicated. Under the idea of a 
peaceful treaty of commerce between the West and the East, the former 
exchanging its manufactures for the abundant natural productions of the 
latter, the thing is simple enough. It means merely that Rurope and Asia, 
instead of fighting like a couple of barbarians for intangible “ glory "—he 
most glorious who sheds most blood—should become a couple of civilised 
merchants, bartering the productions of their respective countries for tangi- 
ble gold—he “most likely to pronounce for durable peace who most success- 
fu ly shows its value to the material interests of mankind. ‘rhere is cer- 
tainly not much romance about this view of the case, no stirring incidents of 
field and flood, and nothing to form the elements of a grand epic, which 
shall wreath its author’s name with immortality a generation or two hence. 
It is a very unpoetical and worldly, a very matter-of-fact and pounds, shil- 
lings, and pence conclusion we reach. Granted ; and that this is just the 
reason why we think a treaty unstained by human blood ought, if possible, 
to be effected. The ring of gold and silver is far more musical than the roar 
of cannon and the clashing of swords, and international peace always tends 
tothe increase of wealth, while war as naturally scatters it, All this has 
been said repeatedly, and we recur to it now with some degree of pleasure, 
because, notwithstanding the calamity at the mouth of the Yellow River, 
Lord Elgin still cherishes the hope of a peace‘ul and prosperous trade with 
China. He said the other day, on receiving the freedom of the City, “It 
was hoped and believed that the treaty which had been entered into with 
the authorities of the Chinese Empire would be the forerunner of a peaceful 
and prosperous trade with that empire of 400,000,000 people. Gentlemen, I 
donot yet abandon that hope. On the contrary, I have a firm conviction 
that it will be fulfilled at no distant period.” This expression of confidence 
was loudly cheered, and Lord Elgin’s judgment and experience warrant 
the conclusion that he would not have expressed himself in this manner 
without strong reasons. We learn from another source that the Emperor of 
China is disposed to make every reasonable concession for the purpose of 
averting further hostilities, and that if these pacific dispositions wre met in 
an honourable spirit by England, all further contest may be avoided. For 
the peaceful solution of the Chinese ditticulty we have contended once and 
again. On the cost, the immorality, and the necessary inequality of a war 
with China, we have frequently spoken, and nothing in relation to this 
matter could give us greater satisfaction than the knowledge that the Elgin 
Treaty will yet be ratified inan honourable and amicable manner. It ig 
extremely desirable that these things should be fully and clearly put before 
the Imperial Government. If this were done, we should entertain the most 
sanguine hope of a peaceful solution of the difficulty, for the Chinese mind,. 
though narrow and prejudiced, is acute and selfish, and would readily per- 
ceive that if we come as unarmed merchants, trading for gain, we must of 
necessity increase their wealth by our abundant silver, and their personal 
comfort by the introduction of our science and art, But two things we must 
do. Wemust repent of and abandon our opium iniquity, and we must give 
up the wickedness of bombarding a town crowded with innocent people, 
-whenever a greasy mandarin trifles with our liberties. It is in their nature 
t» deceive, but we can correct that tendency without the use of red-hot cane 
non-bills. In a word, if we would approach them as our intellizence and 
sense of justice, and profezsed allegiance to the loftiest standard of morality, 
teach us that we should, the complications that have surrounded a very 
simple question would speedily be unravelled, and better days for the East, 
with its enormous masses of human beings, would speedily dawn. This is 
‘@ consummation that all classes of our countrymen cannot but desire, what- 
ever variety of motive may prompt that desire ; and it is very gratifying to 
find the noble earl, to whose opinion we have alluded, eherishing the hope 
that its realisation is not very distant. We believe it would greatly facili- 
tate the issue desired if Lord Elgin himself were sent back to China to take 
up the Treaty just where he left it, and to bring it to maturity as speedily 
as convenient. He is clearly the man for this delicate, but highly important 
service.—Morning Advertiser. 














TRADE OF JAPAN, 


The despatches connected with the stoppage of trade at 
Japan havo been made public. The only new features are a 
copy of Mr. Alcock’s despatch to Lord John Russell, and a com- 
munication from the East India and China Association, calling 
on our Government to put a stop to such disgraceful occurrences 
as are exhibited in the applications of Messrs. Telge, Eskrigge, 
and others, to the Japanese Treasury. The Times and other 
journals have duly condemned, in leading articles, the conduct 
of these gentlemen, and it has been assumed that they are all 
British merchants ; this is not, however, the case, and, cousi- 
dering the unbusiness-like style of their correspondence, they 
would be more correctly designated as Messrs. Tag, Rag, and 
Bobtail. To Lord John Russell Mr. Alcock says :— 

“ Insecurity of life, and the almost to‘al stoppage of a trade not without 
promise at this port, are the first of the untoward conditions to which I 
have alluded. And if, on the other hand, there has been throughout much 
to complain ot in the Japanese authorities and officials, a bad system, or no 
aystem, of administration, and little desire to facilitate a trade whch they 
believe must impoverish them, not the less that they see it begins with a 
run upon their gold currency, there has, on the other, been much cause for 
dissatisfaction given by foreigners. The purchase and shipment of their 
gold coins they look upon as neither more nor less than an act of lawless 
spoliation, and an abuse of treaty provisions, intended only to secure a fair 
exchange of produce. Set at defiance by foreign dealers, and overreached 
by their own subjects at the instigation of the former, it can hardly be 
wondered at that they should have watched the cov-duct of both with indig- 
nation, and been further embittered by their consciousness of their helpless- 
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ness to put a stop to it by the adoption of their ueual summary and streng- 
handed measures, The burning of the Tycoon’s palace has given them a 
temporary relief from their perplexities, and been made to furnish a plea 
for so many extravagant thin:s—all tending to the suspension of treaties, 
and total stoppage of trade here—that I cannot help thinking the fire, if not 
invented for the purpose, has been at 1-ast regarded as a very fortunate in- 
cident. Th+y have certainly succeeded for the moment ; although they can- 
not hope to maintain, as a permanence, a state of things in direct viola- 
tion of treaty provisions. Under plea of labour and expenses to be incurred 
consequent on the destruction by fire of the Tycoon’s castle, they have 
stopped the further issue of silver itzibou-, interdicted the sale of copper, 
and further laid restrictions upon the sale of all Japanese produce in re- 
guest by foreigners ; thus striking, in both directions, at the root of all com- 
They have even hinted that until the pilace is rebuili there is no 
remedy. With more or less pressure, and delays ‘nevitable, they will be 
brought, no doubt, to abandon the specific restrictions on which the finger of 
the foreign diplomatic agents can be lid; but to prevent action in some 
other direction, leading to the same end, is indeed a hopeless enterprise. 
The forcizners, su! jects of the various treaty powers, at Kanagawa, have 
done their best to justify the policy and confi m the fears of the Japanese 
authorities, as to the course foreign trade would take, and its results, No- 
thing could well have been worse than the conduct of the body generally ; 
and the acts of many individuals are altogether disgraceful, as I think will 
be evident to your lordehip on perusal of the enclosed dispatch and docu- 
ments attached. There is, unfortunately, a great deal of misconduct which 
no law can touch, and many acts of the most mischievous tendency not 
easily brought under the clauses of a legal enactment, Even when spccifi- 
cally denousced with pains and penalties attached, it is often in these 
countries very difficult to obtain such evidence as will bring the offence 
home to the parties implicated, in a way to insure legal conviction, 
Japanese, both authorities and people, will complain, but not appear in 
fitting time and place to give evidence ; and yet their complaints of injury, 
which must thus go unredressed, may have been perfectly well founded. 
Hence much of the impunity and licence which has hitherto marked the 
conduct of such persons. f course, no action of the British authorities 
could impose any check on the misdoings of Americans, Dutch, and others; 
and these alone would sufiice, if all else were amonded, to fatally damage 
the foreign position. All the consular agents, except our own, are them- 
selves traders, unsalaried, and mixed up with the practices objected to in 
others—an evil long and deplorably fruitful of mischief in China. Public 
opinion, with its salutary restraining power, is wi.o'ly wanting, un ortu- 
nately, also, in a small community of some twenty commercial men of all 
classes and divers nitions, who believe that in this distant corner of the 
world they are safe from exposure. It may still, however, be brought to 
bear upon them with effect, I hope, even here, by invokiug the public 
opinion of the larg-r communities in China.” 














TREATY BETWEEN DENMARK AND SIAM. 
The official Gazette for the Duchies of Holstcin aud Lauen- 
‘burg publishes the text of the “Treaty of Amity, Commerce, 
and Navigation,” concluded betweon Denmark and the kingdom 
of Siam, dated Bangkok, May 21, 1858, and ratifications cx- 
changed Sept. 15, 1859, The following contains a digest of 
the principal stipulations :— 


Art. I. guarantees mutually the liberty and safety of their respective 
subjects in the dominions of the other, and grants them the privileges ac- 
corded to the most favoured nations, 

Art. II. provides the right of appointing consu's and agents. 

Are IIL. Danish subjects in Siam to enjoy full and perfect religious 
toleration, with permission to erect churches and perform divine service. 

Art. IV. Danish subjects having complaints to make against the Siamese 
‘authorities, must do so through their consul. 

Art. V. etipulates that Danes can for the present only establish them- 
selves permanently at Bangkok and its immediate neighbourhood, but they 

- are at liberty to travel and trade in any p.rt of the Siamese dominions, 

Art. VI. Natives of Siam are permitted to enter the service of Danish 

subjects there, but remain subject to the laws of their own country. 
-. Art. VII. Danish subjects cannot be obliged to remin in Siam against 
their will.. All Dance travelling in the interior must be furnished with a 
passport from the Iccal authoriti-s, which will be granted on application 
through the Danish consul. 

Art, VIII. Within the prescribed limits Danish subjects may purchase 
and rent houses, Jand, and property, to. distance of four Briti-h niles 
from Bangkok, provided they have been resident in the cvuntry for ten 

ears, 
* Art. IX. has reference to the manner of settling disputes between Danes 
and Siamese, 

Art. X. stipulates that Danish subjects are only amenable to their own 
laws in Siam, but that the consul is res; onsible for the due administration of 
justice. 

Art. XL In cases of piracy and robbery c'mmitted on Danish subjects 
and their property in Siam, full restitution shall be made; or, if it be not 
possible to recover the articles stolen, adequate compensation sball be made. 

Art. XII. Deserters from Danish ships of war and merchant vesse's in 
Siam must be delivered up to the consul. 

Art. XIII. Should » Danish subject b come insolvent in Siam, the 
consul is empowered to take possession of thy assets and account-books, 
declare dividends, and wind up the estate, in which he shall be supported 
by the Siamese authorities. 

Art. XIV. If a Siamete subject refuse to pay a Dane the just and Jawful 
debts due to him, he must complain to the local authorities through the 
consul, and prompt justice will be rendered him, 

Art. XV. The property of subjects of one stite dying intestate in the 
dominions of the other, shal! be administered by the respective consul. 

rt. XVI. Danish ships of war may enter ficely the river and anchor at 
Paknam ; but if they wish to proceed up to Bangkok, they must first obtain 
Permission from the Siamese Government. 








Art. XVII. Ships of either state entering the ports of the other from 
stress of weather, or for repairs, shall receive all possible assistance from the 
local authorities, ani be furnished with fresh rovisions, the needful 
labourers, and everything else required to enable them to proceed on their 
voynge. ‘In cases of shipwreck on the coast, everything saved must be 
delisered up to the captain or the supercargo, or in their absence to the 
cons 

Art, XVIIL On payment of the stipulated is t and ex) dutic 
Danish vessels and their cargoes shall belree to navigate the waters of Sian 
‘withoue being subject to any charges for pilotage, anchorage, or tonnage 

ues. 


Art. XIX. The duty on goods imported into Siam by Danish vessels 
shall in no case exceed three per cent. ad valorem, which may be paid in 
kind or in money. All disputes between Danish merchants and the Siamese 
customs-house ag to the value of goods, te be referred for arbitration to the 
Danish consul and a Siamese official, who in ease of need may jointly ap- 
point an umpire for final settlement. Duties can never be imposed again 
‘on the same goods, and duties paid on landing to be returned if the goods 
are re-exported, 

Art. XX. Export duty on Siameze produce exported in Danish vessels 
cannot be higher than that fixed in the general tariff of the country; but 
the Government of Siam reserves to itself the right of adding from 
time other articles not mentioned in the tariff now in force. The duties on 
such additional articles shall, however, bear a just proport’on to those now. 
chargeable with duty. 

Art. XXI. On pavment of the above-mentioned duties in Siim, which 
cannot be increased without the consent of Denmark, Danich subjects are 
permitted to import from any country all goods, merchand se, manufactures, 
and produce not actually prohibited or subject to a monopoly on the day 
that tho treaty be signed. But the Siamese Government reserve the right 
of prohibiting the export of salt, rice, or fish, if there is just cause to fear a 
scarcity in the country; such prohibition, however, shall not affect contracts 
for delivery made before the publication of the said order. Coined money. 
provisions, and personal effects are exempt from the payment of duty, 
Should the Siamese Government reduce their duties in futu h reduo- 
tions are to be fully participated in by Danish merchants and ls. 

Art. XXII. The Danish Consul is bound to see that his fellow-country- 
men resp-et the laws and regulations in force in Siam. 

Art. XXIII. All privileges, rights, and immunities, now or in future 
granted to the subjects and citizens of apy foreign state, shall be in like 
manner extended to the subjects of his Majesty the King of Denmark, 

Art. XXIV. After the expiration of twelve years from the day of the 
ratifications being exchanged, the present treaty shall be subject to a revision 
on either of the high contracting parties giving the other due notice in 
writing of his wish to do so, and commissioners shall be appointed on both 
sides to negotiate on the alterations and additions that may be deemed 
necessary by experience. 

Art, XXV. This present treaty shall be in force from the day of its being 
signed, and the ratifications shall be exchinged at Bangkok within the space 
of eighteen months from this day, or sooner if possible. 

Signed and sealed by the respective plenipotentiaries at Bangkok in the 
kingdom of Siam on the ninth increasing day of the seventh month of the 
year 1220 according to the Siamesc era, and the 2lst day of May A.D. 
1858,

THE CHINA EXPEDITION. 

The only items to notice in connection with this expedition 
are, that two squadrons of the Ist (King’s) Dragoon Guards 
are to proceed from Malta to Hong Kong. The officers pro- 
ceeding are:—Colonel Sayer, Major Slade, Captains Bradbury, 
Mitchell, Alexander, and Wingfield, Lieutenants Sidney, Grews, 
Hudback, Crewe, aud Marsland, Cornet Sedley, and Dr. 
McSheehy. 

Rear-Admiral Hope has been gazetted as Vice-Admiral of 
the Blue, until further orders, and Colonel Wilmot has been 
appointed Judge-Advocate-General of the army in China. 

According to advices from Alexandria, it appears that one 
battery of the Royal Artillery which left this country in the 
Himalaya, embarked at Suez on board the Indian navy steamer 
Berenice for China on the 15th February. The remaining por- 
tion are still on board the Himalaya, in the harbour of Alex- 
andria, awaiting the arrival of the Bentinck or Hindostan at 
Suez. A portion of the officers proceeded by the mail steamer, 
Notice was made in our last issue of the inferior speed of 
the Berenice which was built at Glasgow in 1835. The 14th 
Dragoons did not arrive from Bombay by this vessel as ox- 
pected, in consequence of her insufficient accommodation, and 
it is since reported that they go on to China. 

Lieut.-General Sir J. Hope Grant was to leave India for 
China in H.MLS. Feroz during the present month, and will be 
succeeded in the command of the troops in Oude by Brigadier- 
General Sir Robert Walpole, K.C.B, It is rumoured that Sir 
W. Mansfield will not proceed as second in command. 

Lieut.-Colonel Elkington, 6th Royal Regiment, goes as 
Assistant-Adjutant-General, and Captain Green, 77th, as De- 
puty-Assistant-Adjutant-General, to Sir John Michel’s division 
for the China expedition. , 
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————— 
Some alterations have been made in the troops to be 


despatched from India, and, according to last advices, the 
Queen’s regiments proceeding were as follows :—3rd, 6th, 8th, 
37th, and the first battalionsof the 60th, 67th, 73rd, and 99th. 


The Caduceus chartered freight ship, Captain Cass, arrived at Spithead on 
the 4th inst. from Hong Kong, with military and naval invalids, in military 
charge of Captain M. Legge, second batt, 1st Royals, and in medical charge of 
Surgeon Becker. The wife of Captain Legge is the only other passenger by 
the ship. The invalids comprise, military—Royal Engineers, 6 men; 
Boyal Artillery, 18 men; 2nd battalion 1st Roya's, 47 men, 8 women, and 
17 children ; Medical Staff Corps, 3 men; 78rd Regiment, 1 woman from 
the Cape. Threemen of the 2nd battalion let Royals were landed at the 
Cape and sent to the hospital there. Three births have occurred on the 
homeward voyage, and 26 deaths (militiry)—v'z., 21 m-n, 1 woman, and 4 
children. Fifty-six naval invalids embarked at Hong Kong, and others at 
the Cape and Ascension, making ato al of about 82. Of these, 10: have 
died on the voyage. Fifteen of those embarked at Hong Kong are from 
Admiral Hope's squadron. The Canaan, also from Hong Kong, bound to 
Spithead with invalids, was spoken by the Caduceus on the Srd of February, 
in lat. 0-32N., long. 19°16 W. The Caduceus experienced strong south 
winds in the China Sea, although Iate in October, and in the Straits of 
Banca was much detained, which prolonged the passage to Table Bay. 
Between Singapore and Table Bay the weather was generally fine, with 
the exception of a violent rotatory gale for a few honrs off the south end of 
Madagascar. From the Cape to England had very fine weather ; the north- 
east trades blew from a direction unusually northerly, making the ship’s 
track far to the westward. After leaving the trades had fine weather and 
fresh winds between south-west and weat-north-west, with high barometer, 
until arriving in the Channel. She proceeded on to Gravesend, and landed. 
the troops, who were mostly forwarded to Chatham. 


The hired transport Canaan, Capt. Wilson, arrived at ad with 150 
naval invalids on the 18th inst., from Hong Kong, in charge of Lieut. 
Woodman, BN., Admiralty agent, and Dr, A. Watson, B.N., surgeon in 
charge. The greater portion of the invalids are from Admiral Hope's 
squadron, Dr. Watson states that all the wounded have pr gressed most 
favourably, and that only four deaths have occurred during the voyage home. 
The following officers and passengers have arrived by tie Canaan :-—Mr. 
H. Ley, master, R.N.; Dr. Charles A. Lees, assist.-surg., B.N., invalided ; 
Mr. W, Bicknell, second master, R.N., ditto; Mr. Powlett, midshipman, 
B.N,, ditto; Mr. Moysey, assist.-engineer, R.N., ditto; Mr. Bertram, 
assist.-engineer, B.N., ditto; Mr. Mitchell, guoner, R.N., ditto; Mrs. 
Bampfeeld, wife of Capt. Bampfield, 1st Royals, two children and servant ; 
Mrs, Rangall, tamily and servant. The ship sailed from Hong Kong on the 
18th of October, 1859, calling at Singapore, Cape of Good Hope, and St. 
Helena. 

Two of Captain Grant's military cooking-wagons have been deli- 
vered over to the commandant of Woolwich garrison, Major-General Sir B. 
Dacres, K.C.B., at the recommendation of the select committee of the Arsenal, 
with directions from the Min’ster of War to travel them a distance of 500 
miles. One of these wagons is fitted with an ambulating boiler for cooking 
while troops are on the march, and the other is fittel with a set of the pon- 
toon kettles for cooking in the field. Each wagon is said to bz capable of 
cooking for 800 men, and, as they have b-en specially constructed and fitted 
for the purpose of being deposited as patterns in the Royal carriage depart- 
ment in Woolwich Arsenal, they are cunsidered to be gond specimens of the 
excellent work of tha. establishment, Independen ly of the facilities 
afforded for cooking, the consumption of fuel for the ambulating boiler is not 
one-eighth part of the present Government allowance, Sufficient apparatus 
bird priaciple has been shipped for the service of 5,000 men in

The Channel Fleet, which was ordered to proceed to Lishon on the 23rd 
ult., but, in fact, to watch the proceedings of the Spanish fl-et off Morocco, 
consisted of the following vessels, under the command of Rear-Admiral Sir 
Charles H. Fremantle :—Royal Albert, 121, screw, flag of the commander- 
in-chief; Queen, 86, screw, Captain C. F. Hillyar; Trafalgar, 90, screw, 
Captain Fanshawe ; Donegal, 101, screw, Captain Broaiheai; Algiers, 91, 
screw, Captain W. D. O'Callaghan; Aboukir, 90, acrew, Captain D. 
Curry ; Edgar, 91, screw, flag of Rear-Admiral Erskine; Mersey, 40, 
screw, Cap'ain Caldwell; and Melpomenc, 51, screw, Captain C. J. FB. 
Ewart, The Dialem, 32, screw, Captain J. H. Cockburn, which formed 
part of the fleet as faras Plymouth, put into that port to repair damages 
sustained by a collision with the Queen, when getting under way at 
Portamouth, by which her bowsprit and figure-head were carried away, 
with other damages, which the dockyard authorities report will take twenty 
men three weeks to repair. 

The Government has presented a number of beautifully executed maps 
and plates of the Crimean campaign to the non-commissioned officers’ library 
at the Royal Engineer establishment, Brompton-barracks, the whole of the 
sieges and other operations in which the British forces were engaged being 
faithfully represented.

cers of the Royal Engineers, and a large concourse of spectators. 


Major-General B'oomfield has assumed the command of the second In- 
fantry Brigade of the division at Dublin, vice General Cunyngham, C.Bey 
who proceeds to India.

THE ELGIN-SEYMOUR CONTROVERSY. | 

The correspondence on this subject, which has been pub- 
lished, extends over forty-five folios, and is consequently quite 
out of the limits of our journal. A large portion of the same 
is between Lord Elgin, Count Poutiatine, and Mr. Reed, and 
does not in any way affect the questions at issue. We are at a 
Joss to discover why they are introduced, for they simply give a 
guarded and feeble acquiescence to the proposals of Lord Elgin, 
who decided that if Admiral Seymour had furnished him with 
gun-boats at the end of March, the Four Powers could have 
steamed quictly past the Taku forts to Tien-tsin, but that the 
delay to May had lessened those chances ; in fact, as his secre- 
tary lately described it, “the golden opportunity was lost.” 
Admiral Seymour hesitated—in fact, he declined to enter on 
such a risk—and in this he was fully supported by the French 
Admiral do Genouilly, with whom he appears to have acted 
most cordially throughout ; indeed, they may be said to have 
most religiously stuck to their cloth, and resented the encroach- 
ments of the Plenipotentiaries on their powers, or rather their 
Serious responsibilities to their respective Governments, After 
Various consultations and correspondence between the 26th 
of April and 18th of May, it was finally decided at a conference 
held on board the French frigate Audacieuse, that the allied 
admirals should take the Taku forts as a preliminary step. 
This they considered to be a sine qué non, and with what 
facility they afterwards conveyed the ambassadors to Tien-tsin 
is well known. We are not alone when we say that the deci- 
sion of the admirals was the correct one. Lord Elgin may be a 
very good diplomatist, but we trust the experience he now pos- 
sesses will preserve him from attempting a similar interference 
with the military part of any expedition he may be intrusted 
with. What would have been the position of Admiral Seymour 
had he acted on the suggestions of Lord Elgin and failed 7— 
could he have met his superiors at the Admiralty? Un- 
questionably he would have been a ruined man, and we think 
the public must agree with his course of action, which was, to 
take and destroy the forts before attempting to convey the Am- 
bassador and his suite past them. It seems that throughout 
this transaction Admiral Seymour acted with the same prudence 
which had secured him success on all his operations in the 
South, and we cannot too strongly condemn the course pursued 
by Lord Elgin in permitting his secretary, Mr. Oliphant, to 
publish this part of the expedition, and we trust some steps 
will be taken by Government, to prevent the recurrence of such 
Scenes as have been witnessed in our Houses of Parliament in 
consequence of such publicity. Notwithstanding that Admiral 
Seymour was the aggrieved party, we have the highest authority 
for stating that he would not have in any way made public the 
disagreement. Like a proper servant of the Crown, and study- 
ing’7s interests and not his own, he was content with the in- 
vestigation and decision made by the Admiralty on the subject. 
‘We may conclude by stating that any attempt to revive the 
matter in Parliament will be put down. The following letter 
has been published from Lord Elgin to Mr. Oliphant :— 
wv “My dear Oliphant,—As I see that you are blamed for some 
statements in your narrative of my mission to China and Japan, 
Ithink it due to you to state that I was cognisant of your in- 
tention to write that book, and that my advice to you was, that 




















you should give to the public the fullest information on al} 
topics of general interest, and that when you were compelled to 
touch on political points, you should confine yourself strictly to 
what had been made public in the despatches already submitted 
to Parliament, abstaining from reference to matters with which 
you were acquainted only through the confidential relations 
in which you stood to me. Having seen your work, both in 
proof and in a published form, I am bound to say that I think 
you havo adhered very faithfully to this rule. 

“The best evidence of the care with which you conformed to 
my advice will be furnished by a comparison of your work with 
the papers which have lately been submitted to Parliament. 

“ Yours very truly, 
(Signed) “Exem anp Kixcarpine.” 

The following is an extract from Lord Elgin’s despatch, show- 
ing his views in reference to proceeding up the river Peiho, 
Wo may observe that in extracting this, and the Admiral’s 
reply, we give the essence of the 45 folios, The Admiral, in 
another despatch, gives it as his opinion also, that he could not 
sooner despatch the flect against the monsoon ; even as it was 
the gales were hard enough to carry away the mainyard of the 
Calcutta, and the powerful steamer Yang-tze, we remember, at 
the same time had to put back to Foo-chow, when near 
Gutzlaff. 

“ My mode of proceeding would, therefore, have been this: I should have 
moved into the river with the English gunboats, and having passed the forts, 
I should have waited until the French, Russian, and American Plenipo- 
tentiaries joined me, with such vessels as they could collect. We should 
have proceeded then in a body towards Tien-tsin. If the Chinese had at- 
tempted to obstruct our progress, they must have compromised themselves 
with the United States and Russia, as well as with England {and France; 
for the four powers would have been, as regarded the matter in hand, phy- 
sically and morally inseparable— physically in their conjoint movement up 
the river, and morally in respect of any cause of offence which might have 
been thereby given to the Chinese Government, The probability is, how- 
ever, that no such attempt would have been made, and that before the end 
of last month a powerful fleet, carrying the flags of the four great maritime 
nations, would have been collected in the vicinity of Tien-tsin, in a position 
to arrest, if it were deemed advisable to do so, the passage of the junks car- 

ing grain to the capital, and to enable the Plenipotentaries to command 
the respectful attention of the advisers of the Emperor of China for the 
demands which they had to prefer on behalf of their respective Govern- 
ments. I have considered it necessary to make this statement, in order that 

‘our Lordship may be able to appreciate correctly the situation in which I 
ve since that time found myself, and to pass, with full knowledge of the 
facts, judgment on the course which I have followed. I have only to add, 
in conclusion, that the above-mentioned combination failed, because Admiral 
Seymour neglected to furnish the force, ‘especially of gunboats drawing 
little water,’ for which I had applied before I left Hong Kong for Shanghai, 
and which I understood him to have promised,” 

Sir Michacl Seymour says in regard to this :— 

 T have had two years’ experience in Chinese warfare, and anyone who 
has been long in China will bear me out in the assertion, that nothing but 
the conclusive evidence of irresistible force will ever fully satisfy the Im- 
perial{Government. I consider, therefore, as stated in my despatch report- 
ing the operations at the Peiho, that the Chinese having been allowed time 
to fortify their position, and being confident of their strength, the capture of 
the forts under such circumstances would have a greaterjmoral effect on the 
Imperial Government than if we had attacked them when less prepared. 
Subsequent events fully bore out my opinion. It was ascertained that 
guns from Tien-tsin, and even from Pekin, had been conveyed to the forts at 
Taku, and that all the available military force was also assembled there. 
At one blow, therefore, the whole of their guns were captured, and their 
army driven like a scattered rabble into the surrounding country, to spread 
everywhere the reports of our invincibility, and the destructive and terrific 
missiles we made use of. To this brilliant and complete success I attri- 
bute our’total exemption from annoyance while at Tien-tsin, and the con- 
clusion of a treaty within a month after which may be said to open the 
whole of China to the world, and which may in a few years develope a field 
for commercial enterprise of which we have at present no conception.” : 


RUSSIA ON THE PACIFIC. 

So little is known by the general public of the commercial 
resources and capabilities of the dominions of Russia in Asia 
and America, and it is so seldom that anything respecting the 
extent and nature of their trade in the far East is permitted to 
transpire, notwithstanding the recent relaxation of the hitherto 
rigidly enforced censorship, and {the present comparative free- 
dom of the press in that empire, that we sincerely rejoice to 
find ourselves in a position to lay before our readers some in- 
teresting facts connected with the subject, and to give them 
some account of the trade of thoso distant and generally sup- 
posed inhospitable regions, derived from the latest and most 
authentic sources. When we consider for a moment the 
gigantic extent of the Russian dominions, stretching away to 
the eastward through one-half the continent of Europe, the 
whole of Asia, and a good part of America, till stopped by, the 
British frontiers of the newly created colony of British Columbia ; 
when we consider that this immense tract is not separated, 
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like our own foreign possessions, from us, and from each other, 
by many large intervening countries and seas, but extends 
in one unbroken stretch for more than 200 degrees of longi- 
tude,* with only ene single break in the continuity of land, 
scarcely worth mentioning in connection with the thousands of 
miles in question—for the Behring Straits are not wider than 
the Straits of Dover—in the absence of railways, and even of 
roads of any description, across the rugged mountains of the 
Ural, and over the boundless uncultivated steppes of Siberia, 
with only here and there a little town or large village, “like 
angels’ visits few and far between,” where the electric wire is 
unknown, and indced unheard of, by the nomadic tribes, rusti- 
cating in their primitive innocence ; where the waters of the 
North Pacific Ocean have scarcely ever been ploughed up by 
the noisy steamer, nor the purity of its atmosphere destroyed 
by dense columns of black smoke, issuing from begrimed 
funnels and settling into a dark bank of cloud on the horizon ; 
when we consider these drawbacks we shall not be surprised to 
find the following account refers to the events of 1858, though 
only just received in this country.

The furs and other articles of the chase obtained during the 
hunting season of 1858 were exported from the colony to 
Ayan by the company’s own steamer Grand-duke Constantine, 
and forwarded in the usual way through Siberia. A part of the 
fars suited for the China market was left at Irkutzk, to be sent 
up to Kiachta, in order to barter it for tea, whilst the rest was 
forwarded on sledges to St. Petersburg for sale ; besides which, 
a valuable cargo of walrus’ teeth, sea-cats’ skins, and castoreum 
was shipped at New Archangel for St. Petersburg, by the ocean 
route, on board the company’s clipper Kamtschatka. The quan- 
tity of sea-beavers exported in 1858 was not so large as in pre- 
vious years, when the large stocks that had accumulated during 
the late war were shipped off, but the skins of foxes of all sorts 
and of the lynx were double the number of those exported in 
1857. The take of stone-foxes and river-beavers amounted to 
a fair average, and wero sent as usual to New York for sale, 
where they are in great, request ; but a trial parcel of sea-cata, 
white foxes, and sea-beavers, sent in the same vessel, proved 
an unfortunate adventure, and will not be repeated, as they 
always command a ready sale at remunerative prices in the 
Russian home market, as well as at Kiachta, for consumption 
in China. This fur trade appears to have reached a very re- 
Spectable development, for in one part of the report we find the 
exports of 1858 classified as follows :—Sca-beavers, 909 ; 
young Kamtschatka beavers, 117; young bears, 100; 4,140 
foxes, of which 365 dark brown, 856 blackish-grey, and 2,919 
red; stone-foxes, 2,245 ; sea-cats, 5,000 ; river beavers, 2,000 ; 
otters, 1,087 ; lynxes, 213 ; making a total of 15,811 skins, 





® The Russian empire extends from the confines of Prussia in about 
20 deg. east longitude, round by the east to the fronters of Briish Columbia, 
in North Ameriea, situate 132 dez. west of Greenwich, and consequently 
stretches over no less than 208 deg. of longitude, being considerably 
more than onehalf of the c'rcumference of the globe. Rven in those high 
Jatitudes the absolute distance of the two extreme points from each other 
is about ten thousand miles. 
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and 1,126 beavers’ tails. All these were sent to Siberia ; 
8,295 furs and the beavers’ tails were sent to Kiachta to barter 
for tea, and the remaining 7,516 furs overland to St. Peters- 
burg ; whilst the exports by ocean route were 20,664 sea-cata, 
139 bears, 295lbs, castoreum, 11,273lbs. walrus’ teeth, and 
lastly, to New York, 12,839 sea-cats, 4,004 river-beavers, and 
544 white stone-foxes. In addition to the above the chase on 
the Amoor produced 2,250 sables, which were sent exclusively 
to St. Petersburg. 

The company’s tea trade during the year was accompanied by 
the most favourable results, for the furs and beavers’ tails were 
all immediately sold, or rather bartered, for no less than 2,198 
bales of tea, The quality of the gunpowder tea offered by the 
Chinese was inferior, both in quality and quantity, to that of 
the preceding year, and the company were consequently only 
able to obtain 387 chests of it. The very unsatisfactory 
quality of this description of tea was ascribed to the leaves 
having been gathered too late in the season. From Shanghai 
the company imported 4,943 chests of tea, 3,823 of which 
were sent on consignment to, Hamburg, by their own ship the 
Cesarowitsch, and, being of very good quality, were sold by the 
company’s agent there at very remunerative prices. Besides 
the above furs, the produce of the chase of 1858, the following 
articles of fur, proceeding from previous years, were sold at 
Kiachta :—360 sea-beavers, 40 young Kamtschatka beavers, 
7,212 sea-cats, 3,772 river-beavers, 915 otters, 485 white stone- 
foxes, and 112 lynxes; total, 14,896 furs and skins together, 
3,748 tails of different animals, and 4,657 bears’ paws. All 
these were bartered at Kiachta for 2,335 chests of tea of dif- 
ferent descriptions, about one-half of which had been realised, 
and the rest was in {the market at the company’s depots at St. 
Petersburg and Moscow. Besides the cargo of tea sent to 
Hamburg! by the Cesarowitsch, the company consigned 1,120 
chests to London by the ship Anna, which were also sold at 
very satisfactory prices. 

It may not be irrelovant to the subject to say a fow;words here 
relative to the origin of the Russian American Company, and 
the discovery of what is now known as Russian America, which 
was more the work of chance than scientific exploration. About 
the year 1775 some Russian adventurers, with more spirit of 
enterprise than scruples of conscience, had discovered the 
Aleutic (or Fox) Islands, and realised considerable wealth in 
trading with the native islanders, whom they treated with 
overbearing pride and great cruelty. It was in consequence of 
complaints that reached St. Petersburg about that time that the 
Empress Catharine II, in a letter dated March 2, 1776, to 
General Tschitscherine, then Governor of Siberia, instructed 
him “to recommend the merchants trading with those newly- 
acquired islands to treat the natives, their new brothers, with 
an affable and conciliatory spirit, and to be careful not to in- 
jure them by fraudulent dealings or vexatious exactions.” 
Deeply impressed with sympathy for these “new brothers,” 
Gregory Schelekoff, an enterprising young merchant, conceived 
the idea of joining with others to trade with the natives of these 
distant regions, and, his proposal [receiving ready support, he 
fitted out, at their joint expense, three vessels, with which he 
sailed, on the 16th August, 1783, from the mouth of the 
river Ourak, in the Sea of Okhotsk. After passing the first 
island of the Kurile group all in company, they were separated 
on the 12th September by a heavy gale, which lasted twenty- 
four hours, and after being in great danger they eventually suc- 
ceeded in meeting again at Behring’s Island, the appointed place 
of rendezvous. There they repaired damages and passed the winter, 
and in the ensuing summer continued their voyago, and arrived on 
the 21st June at the island of Kyktak or Kodiack. Their first 
reception on the part of the natives was anything but favour- 
able, and they were obliged to use force to effect a landing, but 
Schelekoff managed to conciliate them in a very short time, and, 
having thrown up some entrenchments to secure himself and 
his followers from any sudden attack, hoisted the Russian 
standard and took formal possession of the island and adjacent 
territory in the name of the Empress Catharine. The success- 
ful results of this undertaking awakened the jealousy of other 
adventurers, who got up a rival company for the purpose of 
driving away the original colonists ; but instead of a meeting in 
arms, at Schelckoft’s suggestion the two bands of adventurers 
made common cause and merged into one trading company, 
which was placed the following year under the immediate pro- 
tection of the Empress, and received the name of the Russian- 
American Company in virtue of the Imperial Ukase, dated 
July 8, 1799. ‘The company’s territory extends over the north- 
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west portions of the American continent as far as the British 
possessions and the country of the Esquimaux, and includes 
the numerous islands to this northern Archipelago as far east as 
Japan. Their trading capital amounts to seven millions and a- 
half of silver roubles, in 7,500 shares of 100 roubles each. In 
the course of time sixteen shares have become lost or forfeited, 
and we have shown by the above financial report that they pay 
twenty silver roubles each share annually, which is equal to 
twenty per cent. Their principal establishment is at New 
Archangel, on Sitka Island. 





Lorp Excrin’s Szconp Mission.—We have good grounds for 
confirming the statement in our last, that his lordship will pro- 
ceed by the next mail. It is believed Mr. Oliphant will ac- 
company his lordship, Baron Gros will also proceed as French 
ambassador, and Lord Elgin is now in Paris arranging the 
intended mission. It is reported that the Emperor is more 
pacific in his intentions than the following extract from his 
late speech implies :—“ As regards China, a scrious expedition, 
combined with the forces of Great Britain, will inflict on her 
the chastisement of her perfidy.” 

Mr. Tarnant’s Case.—This case has been brought forward 
in Parliament by Mr. E, James, and by the answer given by 
Mr. Fortescue, it is presumed that Mr. Tarrant will be relcased 
at the expiration of six months. Considerable anxiety exists 
among the friends of Mr. Tarrant here in consequence of the 
non receipt of letters from him for four mails. 

SrycaporeE.—Sir Charles Wood, in reply to a question put 
by Mr. Gregson, stated that no objection existed to the transfer 
of that scttlement to the Colonial-office. It only remains now 
for the Duke of Newcastle to accept of the same, which, it ap- 
pears, he is at least tardy in doing, and we trust, for the interest 
of the settlement, he will decline it, and that the final resolve 
will be to put it under the Indian Government here not at 
Calcutta. 

Coonre Esncration.—The importation of Chincse at Cuba is 
to stop on the 31st Dec. next. A petition from California 
has been presented at Washington, signed by 100,000 citizens, 
against the further introduction of Chincse. 

+ New Rovte 10 Cama.—A project is announced for a road 
between Pegu and China. 

Japan.—Mr, Alcock’s despatch to Lord J. Russell has been 
published. The Supreme Court at Hong Kong has been em- 
powered to adjudicate on cases originating in Japan. 

Rerorn or THE Resstan AmpassaDor.—General Count 
Mourawieff Amoursky, Governor-General of Eastern Siberia, has 
arrived in the Russian capital from a journey which he had 
made to China and Japan, with the ratifications of the treaty 
between the Court of Pekin for the cession of territory situated 
in Mongolia, on the banks of the Amoor. 

EasTery ARCHIPELAGO Comranr.—Arrangements are being 
made to work the company’s coal mines at Labuan on a large 
scale. 

Curvesr at Fraser Rrver.—It has been announced that the 
Chinese were likely to get the principal benefits of the mines. 
They were arriving in large numbers, and while others were 
grambling and hesitating, and in too many cases drinking and 
gambling, the Chinese were proceeding at once to the mines. 

Cuovese Incenurry.—Some ingeniously-made gold eagles 
were in circulation at New York. The eagle is split, and the 
vacancy filled with a white base metal. It is stated that the 
white metal is known to the Chinese. It is supposed that they 
emanate from the Chinese quarters of San Francisco, California, 
where many counterfeit gold coins are in circulation, all of 
which are well executed, and taken in the California Branch 
Mint. This metal, like the gong metal, is still a secret with the 
Chinese. 

Hoye Kona ApporxTMents.—In reference to the announce- 
ment which we make elsewhere of the pension granted to Mr, 
Chief Justice Hulme, we are enabled to state that it has not 
yet been decided on whom the vacant appointment shall be 
conferred. The applications of Mr. Mercer, the colonial secretary, 
and Mr. Mitchell, the acting chief magistrate, for pensions, also 
have not been determincd. 

Sm James Brooxe.—We understand the total amount real- 
ised by subscription for this gentleman amounted to £9,000. 
His health is still very indifferent, and Captain Brooke has pro- 
ceeded to Borneo as chief of the Sarawak Government, and re- 
presentative of Sir James, All efforts to induce the British 
Government to purchase the settlement are now relinquished, 





Tae Sreamers “ImperapoR” anp “ ImpERarriz.”—Thesa 
vessels, the property of Messrs. Newall and Co., the Electric Cable 
contractors, have completed the laying of the Red Sea cable, 
and the Jmperador returns to England at once. The Jmperatris 
had been ottered a charter to convey troops to China. 





Toe Frexcn Coon Trape—The following remarks are from the 
Times. on the discussion which took p'ace in the House of Lords on Coolie 
emigration from India to France.—“ The transfer of men and women from 
a land where population is in excess to a land where it is deficient is a pr 
ceeding so comprehensively beneficial that to impede it would be to injure 
one of th» greatest interests of humanity, That precaution should be 
adopted to insur: theCoolies as good termsas can le obtained is certainly proper, 
nor can we quarrel with the sentiments on which Lord Elenborough’s ob- 
jections were based, We only sxy this,—that, consid: ring the acuta! posi 
tion of the Coolie in India, and his prospective position asa we l-paid 
labourer in a French colony, it would, in reality, be false philanthropy to 
oppose any barrier to his emigration.” 

Meetixa ox Curxa.—A meeting was held in the Town Hall, Birming- 
ham, onthe 28th ult., to consider the pfopriety of petitioning Parliament 
in reference to the impending war with China, with a view to the set- 
tlement of the pres:nt ditticulty without further bloodshed. About eight 
or nine hundred persons were present. The chair was taken by Alderman 
Baldwin. Resolutions were passed reprobating the conduct of Mr. Bruce, 
declaring that the circumstances of the dispute furnish no sufficient ground 
for further hostilities, and calling on the Government forthwith to make 
choice of a plenipotentiary of reliab'e experience and of conciliatory temper 
and judgment, A memor‘al to the Queen, and petitions to both Houses of 
Parliament, were also adopted. 

Tue Corer Justicesurp or Certox.—The friends of Mr. Paul Ivy Stir- 
ling will be disappointed at the appointment of Mr. Creasy as Chief Justice 
of Ceylon, Mr. Stirling bas been for many years Attorney-General at that 
island and Hong Kong previously. 

Dr. Maccowan on Japan.— This gentleman has been lec'uring at 
Willis’s Rooms, St. James's, with the Kail of Shaftesbury in the chair, 
The subjects touched u.ron have been similar to those lately given by him in 
Scotland, which we have noticed from time to time, These lectures are 
illustrated by drawings and various articles of Japanrse use, aud will be 
found very interesting even to those who have visited that country, and 
especially to the general public. The doctor delivers one of a series to day, 
at Willis’s-rooms, and, we understand, will continue them at varius parts of 
the metropolis, previous to embarking for his native land, the United 

States. 

Tue Supremm Court at Hoxa Koxa.—The Gazette of the 2ad 
March notifies that the Queen has been pleased to direct leters patent 
to be passed under the great seal of the United Kingdom, for investing 
the Supreme Court of Hong Koug with appellate jurisdiction in cases of 
civil suits between British subjects heard and determined under the 
authority of her Majesty's Order in Council of Srd of March, 1859, by 
British consuls within the dominions of the Emperor of Japan. 

Tae Pewinsoban axp OrtextaL Company’s Matt ConTRacs.—At 
already announced, the mail packets between Suez and Sydney will in’ 
future call at Point de Galle instead of St. Louis (Mauritius), commencing 
with the packet of the 12th inst., and via Marsei les on the 18th. Mails 
for Ceylon can be fo: warded by these opportunities. 

Carer Jusrize Hutmg.—We have much pleasure in announcing that 
Mr. Hulme, for twelve years Chief Justice of Hong Kong, has been pen- 
sioned by Government on half-pay (£1,500 per annum). We trast his suc- 
cessor, who we doubt not will be Mr. Adams, who, at present holls the 
acting appointment, will discharge the dutics with the sime satisfaction to 
the community as Judge Hulme. Throughont his career he has ever advo- 
cated the interests of the colonists, and was foremost in checking any en- 
croachments of Government. This conduct, on one occasion, indirectly 
caused his suspension, but he very wisely put himself on hoard the mail 
steamer carrying home the charges against him, and, if reyort b» true, was 
simply informed by the Sectetiry of State for the Col nies that he was 
reinstited, and accorlingly he returned at once to his post, and so strong 
was the feeling that the principal streets were illuminated. His decisions 
were tempered always more hy the merits than the law 0° the case, but we 
think he can challenge a comparison of his decisions for lrgal correctness 
also—at least we only know of one or two exceptions, We re. ret he could 
not be aware of his pension before leaving Hong Kong, as his retirement 
would have been marised by the commu.ity in a suitable address ani testi- 
monial, 6 mewha: similar to that of Admiral Seymour. We sincerely hope 
he will live long to enjoy what he has undergone s» many risks and priva- 
tions to secure. Many of the residents in Hong Kong will re-ret the loss 
of his society, but will consider him better here than taking his daily walks” 
in the “ Happy Va'ley,” with his “belt and revolver,” during the reign of 
terror established by Commissioner Yeh, He always looked so perfect an 
Euvtish gentleman in these excursions. 

A New Rovrs to Corxa.—The Times has the following:—A new 
opening to China, which might, it is alleged, be effected at small expense 
aud with little ditlicul y, and which, while it would save about 1,500 miles 
in distance, would bring us into communication with certain rich provinces 
of that empire contain'ng a population of 80,000,000, ia bring actively urged 
on the consideration of the Government. Among our Indian posses-ions none 
have made more rapid strides than the province of Pegu, and ite chief port, 
Rangoon, promises to constitute et some future day an emporium in the far 
east of those poascssions that will rival the prosperity anticipated from Kur- 
rachee in the west, The distance from Rangoon to the south-western pro- 
vinces of China is only 500 miles, and the plan is to make a road of that: 
length. Two hundred and fifty miles of it would be through sur own 
territory, to the Burmese frontier, and the remaining 250 would 
be across Burmah to the Chinese city of Ksmok. It could 
beeither a bullock-road, a tramrond, or a railroad, as econ-my or ex: 
pendiency might in the first instance dictate. According to the views of 
the Rangoon merchants and other pe:sons of experience with whom the 
scheme has originated, the en:ire work would be simple. The Burmese 
Government are friendly, and it is alleged that the special authorities of the 
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district through which the road would pass, are cordially desirous of pro- 
moting not only a transit commerce with China, but also a direct increase 
of intercourse with our peop'e. The country, also, is affirmed to be 
free from difficulties, to be highly favourable to health, and to possess 
abundant resources. Assuming these statements to be correct, it would 
geem marvellous if we were to delay acting upon them, and, even if it should 
¢ that objections and obstacles have been overiooked, it is scarcely pro- 
Pitle that they can be insurmeuntable. A great point in connection with 
tne matter is, that the portion of China which would be placed in connection 
with us is one which, although reputed to be extraordinarily rich, and to be 
carrying on by roads, rivers, and canals, a most active inland trade, is at 
t shut out from all exterior commerce, and cestined to remain im that 
condition unless the proposed work be executed, or the French succeed in 
effectiug a traneit to it through Cochin China. Hence there is every rea-on 
to induce the Government to undertake, at all eveuts, a careful examination 
of the suggestion. The movements of Bussia to obtain complete control 
over the inland operations of China in the north have apparently been as 
successful as they have been vigorous and adroit, and it would be well at 
least that we should not remain dormant while superior means are op-n to 
us in the south. 


TxerrmontaL Presentep to H. E. Rear-Apurran Sir Mionary 
Ssyrmoun, G.C.B.—We havealready noticed, in aprevious issue, thatin March 
of last year the British and foreign merchants and chief inhabitants of Hong 
Kong determined to present Sir M. Seymour, the admiral commanding the 
Bast India and China station, with a testimonial of the esteem in which they 
held him, and of the sense they had of the services which he had rendered 
them during a period of unprecedented difficulty and trouble. In an address 
to Sir Michael they thanked him for his services, and intimated that they 
had transmitted to Europe £2,000, to be expended in a testimonial,- the 
choice of which was left entirely to him. The fruit of this was to be seen 
during the last few days at Messrs, Hunt and Roskell’s, of New Bond- 
street, the silveramiths chosen by Sir Michael to carry out the design. The 
testimonial consists of about forty pieces of plate, of which seven may be 
said to be the ‘ipal. The chief of these is a centre piece, consisting of a 
handsome shaft, ris 8 from a base, on which are views of Pekin, Canton, 
and Victoria, Hong Kong, aud the inscription. Above this are pedestals for 
four figures, representing China, Great Britain, Commerce, and Navigation, 
the latter accompanied by symbols of naval power, The ornament of the 
ahaft is Chinese, combining the tea plant, sweet orance, and other idigenous 
plants. Dividing the compartments of the base are four Chinese dragons, 
and around the base of the two larger candelabra, for seven lights each, the 
symbol of China is also to be seen. There are also two simpler candelabra 
for five lights, two soup tureens, a large waiter engraved with inscription 
and the arms of Sir Michael, two dessert stands, sauce boats, domed covers, 
&e., all in silver, The testimonial presents a splendid ensemble, and is 
worthy both of the donors and the recipient. It has been designed throughout 
by Mr. Thomas Brown, an artist attached for many years to Messrs. Hunt 
and Roskell'’s establishment. The inscription is as follows :—“ Presented to 
HL E. Rear-Admiral Seymour, K.C.B., commander-in-Chief of H.M. naval 
forces on the East India and China Station, by the British mercantile com- 
munity of Hong Kong, in testimony of their sense of his distinguished ser- 
vices during the three eventful and anxious years of his command, as well as 
of their heartfelt esteem and regard for his private worth, March, 1859.” 
Mr. Thomas Dent, Mr. T. A, Gibb, and others, made the formal presenta- 
tion. 


Nagasaxt, Japan.—The following is from the pen of an officer of the 
U.S. ship Powhattan :—* The Powhatlan (he says) wis the second Ame- 
rican ship whi-h entered the port of Nagasaki, no English, French, or Rus- 
sian fing having floated there before, At that time a few Japanese junke, a 
small Government steamer, a Dutch ship from Batavia, and a Chinese junk 
were the only shipping in the harbour; but on his return there were a 
hundred Japanese junks and about twenty foreign merchantmen at anchor 
there. The merchants who reached Nagusaki first were making great 
profits, and they sought to keep the trade in their own hands by relusing to 

ive strangers any information respecting it, The ‘stars and stripes’ were 
Foating from a tall flag-staff, indicating the residence of the American 
Consul, Mr. Walsh. Three American houses were already established there. 
A quarter bad been assigned to the Americans just outside the city, and was 
eommodiously situated for the anchoring of vessels and the discharge of 
goods. A wharf was being constructed, the wall being carried out a good 
distance into the bay, and the Custom-house being located only a few roods 
in the rear. On the opposite side of a small creek floated the old Cross of 
St. George, and from the very spot where tens of thousands were martyred 
and where, till within three years, the cross was annually trampled under 
foot by an imperial edict, which had been in force for nearly two centuries 
and a half. The British consulate, a new and handsome edifice, had once 
been a Buddhist temple. Near it was another house, embowere: in trees, 
which was occupied by the agent of the Oriental and Peninsular Mail Line 
of S:eamers, which connects Japan with Suez, in Egypt, and thus with 
Burope, England, and the United States. A steamer connected with the 
game line runs once a month between Shanghai and Nagasaki, which also 
carries a mail, as well ne merchandise and passengers, the latter paying oly 
150 dols. fora two days’ passage. The Dutch settlement at Desima had 
been almost destroyed by fire, and was rebuilt in better style and wi:h more 
liberal design, some of the houses and stores being allowed to be occupied by 
merchants of other nations, Only one or two Dutch vessels were in port, 
and those looked dismal and decayed by the side of others, larger, newer, 
and of better construction, which seemed to share in the life, energy, and 
enterprise of those who owned and manned them, The little island of 
Desima, where the Dutch are located, is only forty or fifty roods long, by 
about twenty or thirty broad; it is surrounded by a high wall and gates, 
and connected with the town by a solitary bridge, always guarded by 
soldiers, even when the gates are closed and barred at night. This place 
had bern the gaol of a handful of Dutchmen for more than two centuries ; the 
only representatives during that period of European civilisation in that distant 
Iand, and where they had lived in such a state of licentiousness and degra- 
dation that even now, when the subject of Christianity is named to the 
Japanese of Navasaki, they point to the Dutchmen who have lived there for 
ages, aud say, if they renounced their own religion, and embraced Chris- 









tianity, they would become as immoral and vile as they. But with their” 
gains, they have lost all prestige and influence, and never can recover them 
now that the Japanese discover how grossly they have been deceived. The 
square appropriated tu the Russian bazaar had become a solitude. The 
goods had been earried away and scattered in stores over the city. ‘The 
owners and sel'ers (whose smiles and salutations—‘ Ohio [—tood morn- - 
ing! How do you do? and invitation to trade, ‘ Avatta /—Look here! 
made business 80 pleasant) were all gone. An English house in Hong Kong 
had hired all the ground and the buildings.” 

Presentation of THE FREEDOM oF THR Crry oy Loxpox To THE 
Bags or Bucin.—The following is a description af the gold box presented 
to his lordship with the freedom of the City on the Ist inst. :—The gold box 
was placed on a tnble beneath a glass shade, and attracted universal notice 
from the beauty of its design and brilliancy of its execution, being made of 
cig teen carat gold, covered with bouquets of flowers, intermixed with 
elaborate piercings, and surmounted by three figures, viz., that of Britannia, 
in the centre, with a Chinese upon her right hand and a Japanese aren her 
left hand, in the costumes of their respective countries, As a whole, con- 
no‘sseurs have pronounced this box to be one of the finest works of art in 
gold ever produced in England, or indeed in the world. His lordship, in 
reply to the address of the Lord Mayor, who complimented him on bis 
missions to Canada, Cuina, and Japan, eaid—My lord, ladies, and gentle- 
men, allow me in answer to that enthusiastic applause with which you have 
received me in the presence of my son, to express a hope to assure him how 
well, how kindly, and how generously the citizens of London know how to 
reward those who do their best to serve their country. (Hear, hear.) It 
is altogether out of my power to find words to express what I feel, for I 
have always considered the favour and approbation of the authorities and 
corporation of this great city one of the greatest rewards to which a public man 
can aspire. (Heat, hear.) I need hardly say, then, that I receive this 
beautiful casket, with the document which it contains, as one of the most 
precious memorials of my public life, or that I can hardly claim such a token 
Uf your esteem, or deserve the flattering terms in which the City Chamber. 
lain has complimented me, pleased as I feel. And I am bound to state that 
my feeling of gratitude ie not without alloy, and that one portion of my public 
services which has been referred to, owing to the circumstances of the present 
time, contrasts unfavourably with the circumstances of the time when the 
vote of the corporation was ta‘en, of which this ceremonial is the result, I 
cannot but feel that the freedom of the City of London was voted, not alone 
because | was Governor of Canada and of Jamaica at important periods, but 
that my subsequent career is embraced in the vote. (Hear, hear.) In Canada I 
was principally engaged in establishing that principle of colonial sclf-govern- 
ment, in trying an experiment, the success of which, I am bold to say, set 
at rest all perplexing doubts connected with the self-government of colonies, 
and which has bound the colonies to the mother country by ties far stronger 
and more durable than any that could be created by the rule of coercion, 
I shall always look back with pleasure and gratification to that part of my 
public career connected with Canala, a careerin which I devoted my energies 
to the establishment of a wide franchise, the promotion of education, the 
extension of trade and commerce, and the creation in that colony of a fitting 
home for freeborn Englishmen. (Loud cheers) And I brought ¢: bear 
upon that work, whatever might be my other merits, at least one qualifica- 
tion—a profound belief in the loyalty and capacity for self-government 
which characterise the people of our country fin all parts of the world. 
(Cheers.) But I know that the freedom of this City is not conf-rred upon 
me only because I occupied that important position at an important period im 
th+ history of Canada, nor only because of the part I took in the conclusion 
of the treaty of Washington, to which the City Chamberlain has referred, 
but I may remind you that wien I went to Washington a British Admiral 
and an American Commodore were sailing on the coast, with instructions 
funded upon opposite conclusions, and that a single indiscreet act upon the 
part of one or the other of those two naval officers might have brought on = 
conflict which would have involved us in all the horrors of war. (Hear.) 
With regard to the treaty of Washington there has been a gond deal of talk 
lately about reciprocity treaties, and Imay say that if all such treaties work 
80 8:tisfactorily as that between Great Britain and the United States I think 
we shall not have much reason t» compiain of reciprocity treaties. (Cheers.) 
I happened to meet Mr, Buchanan, then ambassador here, but now president 
of the United States, about two years after the conclusion of thet treaty, 
walking in Hyde-park, and said to him, “I hear, Mr. Buchanan, by the 
reports of the Chamber of Commirce at New York, that the trade under the 
treaty bas tr bled.” (Hear, hear.) He said, “ Oh, that ien't what I hear; 
T hear it has quintupled—(cheers)—so that that treaty has not acted preju- 
dicially at all events. (Hear, hear.) But it was not for this only that you 
have conferred the freedom of the City; nor merely because I conclided a 
treaty for opening to commerce the kingdom of Japan ; but it was, I knew, 
because it was hoped and believed that the treaty which had been entered 
into with the authorities of the Chinese empire would be the forerunner of & 
peaceful and prosperous trade with that empire of 400,000,000 people, 
(Cheers.) Gentlemen, I do not yet abandon that hope. (Cheers.) Ou the 
contrary, I have a firm conviction that it will be fulfilled at no distant period, 











(Renewed cheers.) But I cannot deny that a great calamity has hap:ened 
to prostrate it for the present—although even that calamity was ma‘ked by 
circumstances which rank it among the great d-e's of heroism, (Cheers) 
But while I express my conviction that by this calamity and its attendant 
consequences the fulfilment of our hope is but deferred, I confess that the 
impression which that calamity and its consequences produced on me was 80 
prinful, that when I was honoured with an invitation from the Lord Mayor 
to attend on this occasion, my first impulse was tu request that the ceremony 
might be deferred until the treaty of ‘Tientsin had been ratiied. Bu:, upon 
second thoughts, and from the way in which you have received me, I thought 
that it would be both more man y in myself and more respectful to this court 
to come forward at once, cast myself on your kindness, and find in your 
generous forbearance an encouragement to more successful efforts in time to 
come. (Loud cheers) This is the spirit in which I present myself to-day 
to be the recipient of your bounty, and I accept the honour you have con- 
ferred upon me with the determination and the hope that for the time to 
come, wherever I may be, and under wha-ever circumstances I may be 
placed, my conduct may give you the assurance that I sm not unworthy of 
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it. (Loud cheers.) It was then ordered that theaddress of the Chamberlain 
and the reply of the noble earl should be entered upon the journals of the 
court; and the earl, after shaking hands with the Lord Mayor, aldermen, 
and many of the commoners, withdrew. The court then broke up.

The Siamese Twins are sill living in Surrey Co., North Carolina. Ata 
Jate revival the wife of Chang was baptised. Chang and Eng seemed to be 
much concerned for themselves, and requested an interest in the prayers of 
the minister. 

It is announced by telegraph that two American barks sailed from San 
Francisco for Japan on Dec. 24, to obtain cargoes of faney goods and other 
productions of that country, such as have recently sold in California at enor- 
mous profits, and we are informed that some ski ful designers accompanied 
these vessels with the purpose of furnishing Japanese mechanics or artists 
with models after which to manufacture articles better designed for the 
American market, the object being to get the advantage of Japanese skill in 
‘execution for the manufacture of articles of furniture, &c., after plans designed 
by Americans. 

‘The Royal Asiatic Society has sent a number of valiable Chinese publica- 
tions to New York, which have excited much attention. The works were 
printed at Shanghai, in the office of the North China Herald, and No. 1 
of the series is the first publication ever issued in the north of Chin1, 
and, besides being a curiosity in its way, contains articles of great research, 
and of particular interest to Oriental scholars.

SIR JOHN BOWRING AT LEEDS. 


Sir John Bowring, LLD., FBS, on the Qlet ult., attended 
8 special meeting of the Leeds Chamber of Commerce for the pur- 
pose of making some observations on the commercial treaty with 
France, &. Sir Johir said that in 1831 or 1832 Lord Clarendon and him- 
self were appointed commissioners to endeavour to induce the French Go- 
yernment to make some reductions in their tariff, but the powers of mono- 
poly prevailed. Since then, however, a generation has passed away, and 
Bastiat had destroyed the exclusive and protective system, Men like Leon 
Faucher, Chevalier, and Walewski, had formed another school of political 
economists, who had been exerting far greater influence upon the country 
than a few French colonels, desirous of using exciting language toward’ 
England. They had prepared the mind of France to a considerable extent 
for the adoption of free trade, Under the old regime, any proposition to 
take important changes in the tariff of the country would have been sure 
© have met with the opposition of the House of Representatives, but the 
present Emperor had obtained the power to make such changes regardless of 
their opposition, After expressing his conviction that the revenue of France 
would be increased by the adoption of free-trade principles, Sir John 
alluded to an allegation made by Mr. Dismeli and others in the 
House of Commons, to the effect that really nothing had been 
gained by this treaty, inasmuch as the Emperor had previously en- 
gaged to put an end to monopoly in 1861, The Emperor had made 
no such promise, and it was unjust that Mr. Cobden’s éxertions, which 
had really bern beyond all praise, should be ignored. He (Sir John) 
lately visited Paris. He went there with the approval of Lord Palmerston 
and Lerd Jobn Russell, though not in any odicial capacity. He readily 
obtained an interview with the Emperor on presenting his card at the 
Tuileries. The Emperor explained his difficulties on the subject, asked for 
information on certain matters, and expressed himself both obliged for, and 
surprised at, the facts which he (Sir John) produced to show that tree trade 
had not only augmented the amount of the exports and imports of this 
country, and had euabled it to take off millions and millions of taxes, but 
had alao enabled it to add millions to the revenue. He showed the Emperor 
that with respect to the silk manufacture—in which the manufacturers of 
England were least able to compete with those of France—England exported 
seven times the quantity of silk goods that it formerly did. The fact was 
that by the removal of the restrictive duties on the importation of silk from 
France, the taste for silk goods had increased, and the English trade in these 
materials had been extended. Such was the case with other branches of 
industry. Proceeding to notice the treaty, Sic John expressed his belief 
that the Emperor of the French had acted very wisely in modifying the 
tariff for the introduction of wools and woollens into France, and added 
that he had no doubt but that in the course of time the demand in France 
for woollen goods would be enormous, The cost of clothing in France, in 
consequence of the protective system which had hitherto prevailed there, 
was very high, and he had seon many persons ill clad and shivering in 
winter whom he should have been very glad to have seen wearing some outer 
covering of coarse woollen cloth. In conclusion, Sir John said that his 
reception by the Emperor of the French was of the most cordial character, 
and he believed that the Emperor was thoroughly determined to give effect 
to the principles of free trade. He thought it would be a very disastrous 
event if Mr. Gladstone's Budget did not pass, thoug» he had no doubt that 
any wise modification of any of its details wou'd gladly be adopted, As 
regarded the great principles of commerce, as regarded the treaty with 
France, and as regatded the political interests which were connected with 
Both, he did not believe that in the history of mankind so important, so 
gigantic a step bad been taken as that which had been taken during the 
reign of the present Chancellor of the Exchequer. (Applause.)

Our Affairs in China, James Ridgway, Piccadilly: 

An anonymous pamphlet under this title is before us. It 
shows pretty distinctly that the author has not been a resident 
in China. To say that his suggestions are impracticable, we 
think, conveys a correct impression. If, says the writer, “ the 
satisfaction is to consist in the seizure and annexation of certain 
positions in the empire, we may of course stay our hands as 
soon as the force is firmly established there, and the civil, 
military, and fiscal administrations are in due operation. 
Whether the force is to consist of 1,000 or of 100,000 men, 
and whether it is to march 100 miles or 1,000, one condition 
is vital to the security of her Majesty’s army, namely, that con- 
tinuous communications should be perfectly and securely main- 
tained between the advanced posts of the leading columns and 
the flotilla, in perfectly secure communication with the ficet. Any 
departure from that principle in China would in all probability 
lead to abortive political results, with disastrous military conse- 
quences.” We aro glad to perceive, however, he adds his 
testimony to the imprudence of our late operations at the 
Peiho. He says, “One frigate and two gunboats would have 
been ample for our Ambassador to communicate to the Court 
of Pekin our readiness to exchange ratifications. If this notifi- 
cation did not obtain suitable arrangements for the same, it is 
clear that the treaty remained a valid instrument wheeron we 
could base future claims and operations.” 





Twelve Years in China, By Joan Scanru, Esq. Constable and 
Co., Edinburgh ; Hamilton, Adams, and Co. London. 
(Second notice.) 

A more extended perusal of this book enables us to pro- 
nounce it as one of the best among the many that have appeared 
on this interesting country, now occupying so prominent a 
feature in the consideration of our legislators. It opens with 
a quotation from Wingrove Cooke—The plan to pursue in 
China is this—dare to act honestly, and dare to tell them truth.” 

The book is full of attractive information, both on the man- 
ners of the people and their peculiar avocations, giving such 
an insight into the Chinese general character and the best mode 
of treating them to sccure and extend British interests in 
China, Mr. Scarth, unlike somany merchants who have resided 
in China for years, has taken great interest in the country. We 
must here remark, however, that it is the most difficult 
thing for merchants in China to combine literary pursuits with 
their daily avocations, which extend often from 6 am. to 
10 pm. There are no railroads to whiz a man off a dozen 
miles at 5 or G6 pm., and the consequence is that Chinese mer- 
chants come at all times to transact business, and the tempta- 
tion to get “a certain chop of teas” settled, is great. The 
coloured engravings are true to life, and the map of the re- 
bellion a most arduous and able production.

The committee appointed to address the Chancellor of the 
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Exchequer on the subject of imposts on goods imported, &., 
make the following remarks :— 

“Taking the article of tea as an example—which already contributes 
one-fifth of the Customs’ revenue—the charge proposed is on the average 
tenfold greater than that now made by the Customs, and would exceed the 
actual amount ot the charges of the dock companies, by whom the operations 
in question are, in fact, performed. On coffee, sugar, peppe, &c., the dock 
charge for performing the operations averages about 4d, and 6d., while it is 

ropo-ed that the Customs shall receive 1s. per package for permitting them. 

those for the convenience of trade, such as repacking into small packages, 
&c., are rated equally out of proportion to the duties discharged ; while we 
can only suppose the application of the tax to the last class can scarcely be 
intended.” 
_ The Agra Bank has declared a dividend at the rate of 10 per 
cent., with a bonus of £1 per share, being equal to 12 per cent. 
for the past year. 

A prospectus has been issued of the Oriental and Colonial 
Cotton, Flax, and Fibres Company, with a capital of £100,000 
in £25 shares. The object is to stimulate native cultivation 
in India of some of the products most needed in Europe, by 
establishing agencies for bringing them to our markets. Punjaub 
flax and the rheea of Assam, one of the best fibres known, are 
among the articles especially contemplated. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Smythe, Searle, and 
Co.,, it appeared that acceptances had been granted on shipments 
made by Messrs. Framjee, Rustomjee, and Co., Bombay, which 
in some cases had ouly realised 15s, against bills drawn for 
ray 3 goods invoiced as goats’ wool turned out to be common 

WwW. 

According to some of the private letters from Manchester, 
the profits of that city continue on an unprecedented scale, and 
are expected for the future, under the commercial treaty and 
the simplified tariff, to increase even at a still greater pace, sup- 
posing the contingency ofa cotton failure to be avoided. Three 
individuals are each said to have recently returned £100,000 
to the income-tax, and the general gains of the cotton trade at 
present are roughly estimated at £1,000,000 sterling per month. 
During January and February the deposits at the Manchester 
Savings-bank alone were £37,000. 

The winding up in the Court of Chancery of the affairs of the 
Royal British Bank is now virtually at an end. From Chancery 
and Bankruptcy the creditors have already obtained 14s, 6d. in 
the pound. 

In consequence of the fall in the China exchanges the bullion 
by last mail was only £171,894, as follows :—For Calcutta, 
£105,510 ; Singapore, £15,625 ; Shanghai, £15,341; Madras, 
£25,294 ; Hong Kong, £7,094; Alexandria, £3,000; and 
Ceylon, £30. 

The telegraphic communication with Malta has been some- 
what improved since the late remonstrances, but it still takes 
36 hours for the transmission of a message, aud longer when 
the lines are occupied by the Neapolitan Government. The 
submarine portion of the cable between Cagliari aud Malta will 
not be restored for the present by the company, and conse- 
quently messages will continue to come as at present; it is, 
-however, intended to lay a wire specially for the English com- 
pany through Sicily. A portion of the old Cagliari cable, that 

~is from Malta to Marsala on Sicily, is in working order, and can at 
any time be used as a duplicate. It is contemplated by the 
- French Government to lay a submarine telegraph from Toulon 
to Corsica, thence to Gacta, which will connect with the 
Neapolitan lines, and by this means give us still greater facili- 
ties, The messages then will occupy about three hours. We 
are happy to state that the company intend reimbursing the 
parties whose messages have been delayed. The link between 
Malta and Alexandria is still in suspense, and until this is com- 
pleted the communication with Aden and India is incomplete, 
and causes a delay of several days. The line between Aden and 
Kurrachee is reported to be working well, messages and 
answers occupying only ten minutes. The cable to connect 
Falmouth with Gibraltar is in a forward state, but it is not yet 
decided if it is to be used for that line, or between Rangoon 
and Singapore, in order to connect the latter settlement with 
India and England. A paragraph has gone the round of the 
papers, calculating how long messages will be when India and 
Ceylon are in connection! This cable has been working some 
months.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


Taea.—The public sales since our last have passed off better than had 
been anticipated, but the result of the month’s transactions show a decline of 
4d. to 1d. per 1b. on all descriptions except common Congou, which maintains 
previous p ices. There have Been a few export orders for good common 
Congou which is now in limited supply, and is difficult to buy at 1s. 53d. 
to 1s. 54d. per Ib. The lower qualities have realised 1s. 4d. to 1s. 44d. per 
Ib, ‘The large quantity of favory Congous offered for public sale without 
reserve, have supplied the demand, and prices show a decline of fully 4d. 
per lb. Common black-leaf kinds have sold $d. to 1d. per lb. lower; the 
better kinds of these, as also of Monings and Wopaks, are only saleable at a 
reduction of about 1d. per Ib., but they are he'd with great firmness. Good 
and fine Kaisows nearly maintain former rates. Tayshans have been diffi- 
cult of sale at the late advance. In Oolongs and Souchongs business has 
been limited, and prices show no material change. In flowery Pekoes there 
have been some few tran-actions, at prices rather in favour of the buyer, 
Scented teas have declined 1d, per Ib. from the highest point obtained under 
speculative purchases, some large parcels of common to fair descriptions 
having been sold without reserve at public auction. The finer kinds of 
orange Pekoe remain difficult of sale, but Capers are in betier demand. 
‘There has been some inquiry for the Foo-Chow-Foo qualities. Green teas 
have not been much in demand, but holders have shown great firmness. 
Bome Taiping gunpowders, from New York, sold at public suction, at rather 
lower prices, but for most other kinds last month's prices are about main- 
tained. The stock in the United Kingdom is estimated at 64 million Ibs. 

S11x.—During the month we have had upon several occasions symptoms 
of a less depressed feeling, but these have successively passed away without 
any extent of busines:—prices, however, have been fairly sup;orted. It is 
supposed that the long-continued quiet may have been caused by the uncer- 
tainty as to politics and the financal movements of the Government. This 
may have affected the home trade, but could scarcely have had any influence 
upon the demand from distant markets. 
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Scear.—C'ayed as well as Muscovade Manila has met but a partial de- 
mand, and the transactions effected have been on rather lower terms, The 
limited supply of Sivm, again consisting of strong and superior refining sorts, 
has mostly found ready buyers at improved ratex. In Java, no business 
worthy of note has tranepired on the spot, but floating, a cirgo has been 
sold, to be landed in this port, as also some parcels from Holland, and large 
arrivals have increased our stock to about 2,700 tons. 


Rum.—In East India kinds nothing of importance has occurred. 


Corrgs.—The improvement noticed in our last has been maintained. 
Rates may now be quoted 1s, per cwt, higher, chiefly by reason of the small 
supply. 

Topacco.—The market is in such a stagnant condition that no deviation 
can be noticed on last quotations, 


Bicg.—An improved demand, chiefly for the commoner kinds of soft 
grain, which has been steadily maintained, and although stiff prices have 
lately been required, transactions to a fair extent have resulted at some im- 
provement. Tre total sales comprise 120,000 bags, great-r part soft erain 
descriptions, viz., common old Maulunain, 7s. 9d. to 8.. 3d.; new, 98. 6d. 5 
ordinary old to fair new Rangoon, 7s, 9d. to 98. Gd.; old Necranzie Arracan, 
8s. 3d. to 9s.; Larong, 8s; also Java, of some amount, but prices kept 
secret, 

Prprer.—Less disposition to purchase has been evinced since our last 
advice, and while holders have generally shown firmness, the parcels offered 
have been rather numetous, and in the business done, comprising about 
11,000 bags, prices of late have slightly given way, viz. greyish to good 
black Singapore, 43d. to 4@d.; common dusty Penang. 4d. to 44d. ; good 
(Trang kind), 43d. White bas been taken sparingly, but though prices 
have ruled rather irregulatly, no quotable change in the value can be noticed : 
350 bags Penang bave been sold, common and middling 74d. to 74d, good 
73d. ; and 300 bags fair Singapore, at 7d. to 74d. per Ib. 

Sago has latterly been'rather more inquired for, and about 1,500 boxes 
Pearl have been placed at full rates. Of Saco Fiour 800 bags have lately 
been taken at 16s.
